Mamoth Steamers That Will 
Cost $3,000,000 Each. 


POWER OF 48,000 HORSES 


DRIVING VESSEL AT SPEED OF 
RAILWAY TRAIN. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NIW YORK, Marcn 8.—The report from 
London that the Cunard Steamship Co., 
limited, is to* bring out world beaters in 
size and speed, thereby reducing the trav- 
ersing of the 2800 knots between Queens- 
town and Sandy Hook, to 4 days and 16 
hours, is only another link in the chain of 
evolution of the steamship. 

The paddling of the 412-ton steamer 
Sirius across the wave-tossed Atlantic be- 
tween April 5 and the 238d of the same 
month in 1888, was more of a marvel than 
the mere announcement today of the com- 
ing of the greatest vessels the world has 


ever seen. 
rhe two new vessels, it is announced, will 
be more than 700 feet long, with ten engines 
of 48,000 horse power, capable of driving 
each ship 25 knots an hour, 

The horse power alone will be far beyond 
the driving capacity of any marine ma- 
aaeney ever imbedded in a hull. The most 
powerful ergines ever built for a ship are 
those of the Deutschland—36,000 orse 
power—so that the addition of 13,80 horse 
power — certainly add two or three 
knots to the Hamburg-American liners rat¢é 
of speed. 

The new boats will follow the general 
outlines of the Campania and Lucania, 
which hav ven such useful results. They 
will be built by the same firm, the Fairfield 
Co., mited, of Glasgow. Each vessel will 
cost, it is said, $3,000,000. 

Pe new vessels will each have a 

tions for 4000 persons, n 
senger capacity the Celtic, the roatent 
ship afloat, by nearly 1000. 

For purposes of comparigon it will be fn- 
teresting to observe what other lines are 
doing in the way of shipbuilding, their 
progress being the spur that impels forward 
their doughty British rival. The North 
German Liogyd Liner Kaiser Wilhelm II, 
now on the stocks at Stettin, is 707 feet 
long, or three feet longer than the Oceanio, 
She will be launched next October. 

Almost simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement of the new Cunarder comes 
the report that the Hamburg-American 
Line has awarded a contract for a _steam- 
er 725 feet long, with a guaranteed speed 
of %% knots, about 12 hours faster than 
the Deutschland. 

James J. Hill’s two new Pacific Liners, 
building at Groton, Con., are each 750 feet 
long. 

The Kroonland, the largest ship so far 
launched in America, is 580 feet long. She 
is 26 feet longer than the 8t. Louis and 
the St. Paul. The Kroonland took the 
water at Philadelphia on Feb. 20. 


TO MAKE DRINK RESPECTABLE 


New York May Try London’s Scheme 
of Selected Saloons Run Accord- 
ing to Law. 


NEW YORK, March 8.—A committee of 
the City Club will meet Monday to discuss 
the feasibility of the establishment in New 
York City of a scheme of saloons modeled 
after the famous Central Public Trust Aa- 
sociation of London. The idea is to place 
drinking of intoxicants in moderation on 
a respectable basis.

He collected data concerning it, 
which was placed before the City Club for 
ccnsideration, 

The general plan includes a big corpora- 
tion, which will buy selected saloons, com- 
bine them with restaurants and conduct 


them in ideal respectability and in strict 
obectvance of the law. @ hope ts that 
these places may become ponvlear because 
of the purity of the goods dispensed and 
the absence of the ‘‘gin mill’ atmosphere.

THE PRESIDENT 
HAS NEW YACHT 


It Was Built for a Dispatch 
Boat. 


NEVER WAS IN COMMISSION 


NAVY OFFICIALS OBJECT TO 
CALLING IT YACHT. 


The “Sylph,” Which Has Been Placed 
at Disposal of Chief Executive, 
the Most Insignificant 
Craft in the Navy. 


Special Correspomience Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Not only the 
Kaiser, but President—our President—has 
anew yacht. But the yacht is not new; 
it is the same that President McKinley 
had at his disposal. The Dolphin, a ship 
of respectable size, equipment and furnish- 
ings—-though nothing to compare with the 
Hohenzollern or the splendid yachts of 
any other great nation’s head—has been 
taken from the service of the executive 
and sent South, and the Sylph, about the 
most insignificant affair in our navy, has 
been left for President Roosevelt. 


The little craft was built in 1898 for serv- 
ice as a dispatch boat in the Spanish war; 
but iike a great many of our troops, never 
Saw service, as she was never commis- 
sioned, not being needed because of the 
abrupt termination of the war. An officer 
on the IJilinols once said to me that the 
hardest work the officers had was the find- 
ing of work for the men. 

At the close of the war the navy de- 

artment’s most difficult task was the 

nding of places for its small ships—the 
mosquito fleet, dispatch boats and the 
like. Some were loaned indefinitely to the 
naval reserves of the different states 
some were put out of commission and laid 
up in the navy yards, and one was placed 
at the disposal of the President. 
Pity for 

the Presideht. 

When I applied to Rear Admiral Silas W. 
Terry, commandant of the Washington 
navy yard, for permission to inspeqt for 
this article the presidential craft, I was 
ordered in the tone rear admirals gen- 
erally use to the Chinese cooks in the navy, 
when they deign to speak to those crea- 
tures, not to apply the term “President's 
yacht” to the Sylph. 

From his tone I gathered that the reader 
might be deluded into the belief that the 
President was extravagant with the read- 
er’s money. If my wits were not frigh ened 
out of me and I surmise aright, now that I 
am out of the terrible admiral’s reach, lI 
am bold enough to say that he guessed 
wrong. The American public, if I am any 
udge, would pity the poor President for 
aving a yacht no better than some of the 
mere members of the House of Represen-

Entire Population of Malaga Islands 
Helpless, Destitute and 
Starving.

BANGOR, Me., March 8.—A fishing vessel 
that arrived in Portland this week from 
Cundy’s Harbor, brought a story of suffer- 
ing and privation among the half-breed 
negroes who inhabit Malaga Island, at the 
mouth of the New Meadows river. 

The captain of the fishing craft reported 
that the entire population of the island was 
ill of measles, and that many of the peo- 
ple were starving when he landed there. 

The measles had been epidemic on the 
island for weeks, but nothing was known 
of it until the fishermen brought the news 
to Portiand. Rendered helpless by the dis- 
ease, the men have been unable to fish, 
which is their sole means of support. 

The captain of the fishing vessel urged 
that a doctor be sent to the island and that 
food and medicines be sent quickly lest the 
609 men and women and childgen perish. 
Some of the fishermen who called at the 
island harbor latc!y thought that smallpox 
was raging and kept away.

Fell in Love With Marconi’s 
Father—The Rearing of 
the Boy. 


LONDON, March 8.—When John Jamison, 
the famous Dublin whisky manufacturer, 
decided to send his daughter Anit to Ltaly 
to continue her musical studies, he became 
unconsciously a maker of history for ail in 
the course of time, as the result of this 


act, the girl met and married Giuseppe 
Marconi; and to this Irish Italian union 
there was born a son who now is known 
to the world as one of the greatest scli- 
entists and inventors of his time. 

Anit Jamison was in her teens a beau- 
tiful, adventurous girl. Her family was 
well to do, and she had everything in 
the way of education and training that 
money could buy and Dublin could offer. 
Her father was the founder of the house. 
so far as the business which still bears 


the name was concerned, but her ances- 
try extended back tinto the times of 
Scotland's greatest era, and her fore- 
bears were people of influence and power. 

There is a well-authenticated story of one 
who was famous in her day for her in- 
tellectual ability, and a sort of legend has 
cume down to the effect that she prophes‘ed 
that one of her honored descendants would 
become Known and honored throughout the 
civilized world. Whether this latter story 
was invented since the prominence of young 
Marconi matters not. Certain it is the 
young man has cause to be proud of his 
Scotc ancestry, and particularly of his 
mother. For his mother has bien of more 
actual, though indirect. help to him than 
can. be told. She it was who encouraged 
him in his earliest efforts. The boy at- 
tended school altogether not more than 
three or four years, It fell to the lot of 
his mother to teach him, and from her he 
learned to speak the English language, to 
play the piano and to get a start in the 
Varied accomplishments which mark him 
now as a many sided man.

When he began to show interest 
in chemistry and electricity and to con- 
struct little instruments, she helped him 
in getting books and pertodicals that would 
guide him in the right way. Indeed. wher- 
ever a mother’s care could pogsibly do 
anything for her by she had anticipated 
the desire and thought. It was not strange 
then that Gugliiemo Marconi made such 
rapid progress in his studies and became a 
full-wrown man in experience when he was 
a boy of 16. Money was spent freely for 
him and every encouragement was given 
him in his work. 

It is often true of parents that the larger 
thoughts and plans of their children are 
suppressed with ridicule and prohibition, 
but this condition was not true of young 
Marconl. He was allowed to turn one of 
the rooms in the house into a laboratory, 
and here he was monarch of all he sur- 
veyed. From early morning until late at 
night he was undistusbed, except by an 
anxious mother, who was always on the 
lookout for any additional comforts for 
him. Whenever he worked out of doors, as 
he often did, it was his mother who met 
him at the door on his return and made 
him change his clothes and get proper rest 
before taking up anything else inside. 

Between the mother and son there is a 
strong bond of sympathy and genuine love.

THE GREAT SALT 
LAKE IS. SINKING 


Decline of Its Surface Startles 
People of Utah. 


FORESTS WERE CUT AWAY 


SCIENTISTS WILL LOOK INTO THE 
MATTER. 


The United States Geological Survey 
and Bureau of Forestry to Investi- 
gate the Influence of Forests 
on Streams. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—During the 
past year a number of the more imporczant 
sireams in Pennsylvania have been studi+:d 
by the hydrographers of the United States 
Geclogical Survey. This work is in line 
with public interest in that state which 
framed the bill presented to the last legis- 
lature for co-operation with the federal 
eovernment in a comprehensive investiga - 
tion by the geological survey of the water 
resources of che «tate. 

The present work of the geological sur- 
vey has been devoted to daily observations 
of river heights and frequent measure- 
ments of tiow, from which an accurate 
idea of the monthly and yearly discharge 
of these streams is obtained. One of the 
mest important features about a stream 
for those who would use its waters for 
power or ~~ is the amount of its low- 
water flow. pecial care has been used in 
the investigations to obtain this informa- 
tion. Another interesting result of the 
measurements is the light they throw on 
the floods and freshets of the past season. 
They show the great volume of these sud- 
den discharges as compared with the light 
or flow of most of the streams during the 
rest of the year, and raises the question 
whether the disastrous floods and the fol- 
lowing low waters of so many of the Penn- 
Sylvania streams are not to some extent 
due to heavy cutting of timber at their 
headwaters. The Susquehanna and its 
main tributaries were measured as a num- 
ber of places, as were also the Schuylkill 
Juniata and Delaware rivers and 10 or 12 
other smaller streams which are of value 
as sources of water power and supply. The 
investigation is part of the general study 
of the country’s water resources which is 
being carried on by the geological survey. 

The decline in the surface of Great sait 
‘Lake is causing apprehension among che 
people of Utah. This interesting y of 
water has been steadily sinking for a 
number of years, but the causes of its de- 
cline are not well understood. It is thought 
4 | some that the lake is subject to vyc:es 
of change which correspond to like cycles 
of years of heavy and light rainfall, and 
that it is now undergoing one of tts low 
water riods from which it will soon re- 
vive. e movements in the waters have 
also been thought to be related to the de- 
velopment of agricultural and grazing in- 
terests, which divert large quantities of 
water from the streams which feed the 
lake for use upon the land. During the past 
years the cutting of the timber on the 
neighboring mountains has been unusua'ly 
heavy, practically destroying the forest 

rotection of the head waters’ flow into the 
ake. The cutting of these forests is sup- 
posed to have injured the flow of the 
streams and thus to have affected the lake 
level. Great Salt Lake is the means of 
considerable resource to Utah and certain 
lines of business are said to be unfavorably 
affected by its decline. The matter is 
there considered of so much importance 
that the United States geological survey 
wy a asked to make an investigation 
nto it, 

“The intimate relation of forests and 
waters,”’ says the chief of the United States 
bureau of forestry in his annual report for 
$01, ‘is being realized in the West with a 
practical force that is altogether new, and 
it may fairly be expected that from this 
time on onne of the most powerful aids to- 
ward forest preservation will be the co- 
operation of the irrigating farmer.” 

It is a recognized fact, as is here implied, 
that forests do have a beneficial effect on 
the flow of streams, especially in regulatin 
their flow and in preventing extremes o 
high and low water. One of the important 
roblems which the hydrographers of the 
Inited States geological survey have under- 
taken to solve is the amount and nature 
of this influence, so that with a prectse 
knowledge of the forests’ effect on stream 
flow the benefits may be intelligently ap- 
plied to the general water supply of the 
country.

field telegraphs and quaniities of stor’s. 
Thirty-fie Boers have been captured in the 
same neighborhood since March 4. The 
magazine was discovered by Canadian 
scouts, commanded by Col. Ross.

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AN UNPLEASANT PROSPECT. 


In Mr. A. R. Colquhoun’s lately published book, ‘“‘The Mastery 
of the Pacific,” is a highly interesting account of the Philippines 
and Filipinos. Mr. Colquhoun is thoroughly familiar with the 
peoples of Malaysia, having spent years of his life among the 
islands. 

It is a tropical country, says Mr. Colquhoun, and no effort 
has yet sufficed to render such a region a dwelling place and 
sphere of manual labor for white men. It might even be pos- 
sible for white men and women to bring up their children there, 
but in the third or at the most the fourth generation they would 
die out. Here as in other tropical countries, the European must 
oversee, direct and organize. He cannot labor, and he cannot 
people as in a white man’s country.” 

Moreover, the Flilpino cannot be civilized and cannot civilize 
himself. ‘‘No Malay nation has ever emerged from the hordes 
of that race which have spread over the islands of the Pacific. 
The Malay is always a provincial. More, he rarely rises out of 
the interests of his own town or village. He is never honest, 
as we count that virtue, never truthful and never industrious or 
persevering.’’ ! 

This gives tis an idea of what we have undertaken. We cannot 
people the archipelago, even {ff we exterminate the natives. And 
the natives can never be civilized and enabled to do their own 
work. We shall have them om our hands either as wards or 
slaves till the end of time. 

This is the view, not of a politician, or of a man seeking com- 
mercial privileges; neither is it the sentiment of an abstract 
theorist praying for loyalty to political principle. It is the ma- 
ture conclusion of a man who deals with facts and has spent 
years getting understanding of the facts. .

USEFUL CHIEFLY FOR 


SHIPS 


Says Enemy Might Start Their Waves 
to So Confuse Wireless Work as 
to Make It Useless. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

(Copyright, 1902, by the Press Publishing Co.) 

LONDON, March 8.—Hirma Maxim 
thinks the Marcon! system will not be a 
dangerous competitor of the cable com- 
paniés for transatlantic business. He ar- 
gues chiefly on the difficulty of securing 
secrecy or even certainty, saying: 

“An enemy in time of war might set up 
a wave-making apparatus of very great 
power, giving off all amplitude and mak- 
ing it absolutely impossible to work any 
system of wireless telegraphy. 

“The attuning of a transmitter or re- 
ceiver to a certain pitch is only feasible 
to a limited extent—say, a dozen different 
kinds of waves. Supposing that in war two 
hostile fleets were concerned, No. 1 depend. 
ing on the ordinary system of signaling, 
No. 2 depending on wireless telegraphy. 


It would be possible to provide fleet No. 1 
with apparatus for making such a confus.- 
ion of waves as to render the apparatus of 
fleet No. 2 absolutely useless. 

‘‘Marcon! now has the atmosphere to him- 
self, but when others enter the field and all 
are making their little waves, though they 
may not interfere with each other, never- 
theless the operator who receives them and 
reduces them to the English language wil] 
have rather a difficult task. 

“The Marconi system undoubtedly has 
enormous value, chiefly for ships signaling 
each other or with shore during fogs. The 
cable companies and Marconi can both live 
in the same world in perfect accord. One 
system will not interfere with the other. 
The Marconi system can perform new 
services without encroaching on the cable 
companies’ sphere.”’

ATTRACT CHOICE RECRUITS. 


COST INCREASE $10,000,000 


Maj. Lee, Former Military Attache at 
Washington, Tells Why Britain 
Looks to Us. 


LONDON, March 8.—The new army regu- 
lations proposed by the war secretary, Mr. 
Brodrick, providing for increased pay and 
other reforms, which have created so much 
comment, appear to have been directly 
copied from the United Stafes. Maj. Ar- 
thur tee, M. P., formerly British military 
attache at Washington, said to a represent- 
ative of the Associated Press: 

“At last we have taken out a leaf from 
your excellent book, though I do not believe 
we have gone quite so far in that direction 
as we might, or hope we may. Under Mr. 
Brodrick’s proposed changes, @ private in 
the British infantry would recelve almost 
as much as a private in the United States 
Army.

AUDIENCE IN CONSTERNATION. 


THE ACTRESS WAS UNCONSCIOUS

Fell Six Feet With Bed and Heavy

PRETTY TEACHER DISMISSED 


SHE SUED FOR $275, WHICH THE 
JURY GAVE HER. 


The Verdict in Effect Declares That a 
Pretty .Schcolma’am Cannot Be 
Discharged for Having Rea- 
scnable Amount of Gen- 


tlemen Callers.

DRESDEN, Tenn., March 8.—After being 
out just three minutes, the jury in the case 
of M'ss Frances Copass against the Hail- 
Moody Institute of Martin, Tenn., brought 
in a verdict for Miss Copass, giving her 
$275 as salary for an unexpired term, the 
full amount for whieh she sued. 

By this verdict the jury decided that an 
ordinary amount of company is no ground 
for discharging a schoolma’am. The ver- 
dict was received with applause, but the 
town of Martin is rent in twain. 

The case has been on trial in the Circuit 
Court here rearly all of this week. Miss 
Copass sued the principal and trustees of 
the institute for $275, which she claimed 


was due her for her services for five and 
cne-half months as a teacher in the insti- 
tution, owing to her having been dis- 
charged without good and suff.cient reason, 
and for the vindication of her good name. 

The suit is vnique in its features and has 
attracted widespread attention among the 
feminine population and in educational 
circles. 

Miss Copass is a young woman of more 
than ordinary beauty and fascination. She 
is a striking brunette, with hair of jett} 
blackness, sparkling eyes and an exquisite 
figure. Added to these chafms are a murry 
and vivacious manner, an infectious laugh 
and an ability to entertain her male admlir- 
ers that made her at once the belle in the 
community in which .she happened to be 
placed. , 

Her very fascinations are the causé of her 
present litigation with the governors of the 
Hall-Moody Institute, 

Miss Copas was a teacher in the school 
and, quite against her own power of *e- 
‘lstanes, \was mode the oLject of so much 
nase ‘ Atténtion that, after being 


ana beinc unable to obey the dictum of her 
‘superiors, she was discharged. When she 
found that the board of trustees would not 
reconsider her dismissal, which she consid- 
ered unjust, she concluded to bring suit to 
vindicate herself.

TALKED WTH CARL SCHURZ. 


The Prince a Guest of New York Ger- 


man Society. 
NEW YORK, March 8.—Prince Henry 
was the guest of the German Society of the 
city of New York at its annual dinner at 
the Waldorf-Astoria tonight. 

The prince entered the small banquet 
room on the Thirty-third street side of the 
hotel about 6:30 o'clock, accompanied by the 
members of his suite in their uniforms. “He 
was received by President Gustave H. 


Schwab of the society, and a subcommittee 
consisting of Hubert Gillis, William 
Klenke, Adolph Rathbath, Ralph Trauman, 
E. M. Binghard, Julius A. May, R. Vonder 
Emee and Edward Benneche. He remained 
in the room some time conversing with the 
45 members of the general committee on 
reception, and entered into an animated 
conversation with Carl Schurz. 

Those of the presidential delegation pres- 
ent were Rear Admiral Evans, Adjt.-Gen. 
Corbin and Col. Theodore Bingham. 

The large banquet hall 
drar@d, over the guest table being two im- 
mense German and American flag: around 
the German imperial eagle, which was 
studded with electric Hghts. All around 
the hall were German and Amrrican flags 
and biue banners with the names of each 
state of the Union. The table of honor 
was burdened with American Beauty roses 
and smilax. The o-her tables were liber- 
ally provided with flowers. 

There were 750 guests in the hall when 
Prince Henry was escorted in by Mr. 
Schwab and the reception committee__A 
Arose and loudly applauded the prince. 
With the prince and Mr. Schwab at the

BUILDING VICTIM 
OF SKYSCRAPERS 


Lack of Light Caused Tur- 
ner Structure’s Downfall. 


SOLD AT LOSS OF $290,000 


WAS BUILT 20 YEARS AGO AND 
WOULD LAST CENTURIES. 


Men Who Are Wrecking It Say Rail- 
road Train Could Cross Any of 
Its Floors in Perfect 
Safety. 


This is the romance of a building, the 


tragedy of a city structure, the story of a 
light that failed. 

The Turner building on Eighth street, be- 
tween Olive and Locust streets, is being 
wrecked. The hand of the despoiler is 
heavy upon ft, not because it has been con- 
demned as unsafe, for it was built to stand 
for centuries; not because its room is need- 
ec for a more stately edifice, for it is large 


and spacious; not because it is unsightly, 
for it shows a front elevation of archi- 
tectural artistry. 

The Turner building has fallen a victim 
to the skyscraper. It is a hardy blossom, 
choked out by rank weeds that tower above 
it. It has been left down where Moses was 
when the light went out. 

The only reason the owners of this splen- 
did building have sold the structure for 
junk, as one might say, is that its: useful- 
ness as an office building has departed with 
its light. Formerly the office rooms were 
bright with daylight. Now, unless lighted 
artificially, they are as dungeons. 

Only 20 years ago the Turner building was 
put up. “hat was before the skyscraper 
periol. For a dozen ‘years it was a thing 
of beauty to the downtown district and 
a joy to those who were so fortunate as to 
occupy offices within it. 

Then the era of the skyscraper opened. 
The Turner building had the misfortune 
to occupy a site about the middle of the 
block. There was a little dumpy three- 
story house of the Olive street corner, and 
another dwarf building on the Locust street 
corner. To the rear, on the Seventh and 
Olive streets corner, a mere pygmy of two 
Sstarles squatted. 

With its seven majestic stories and its 
steep comb roof, the Turner building loomed 
grandly above ita fellows. 

But the skyscraper was lying in wait, 
to rise to Gollath heights and ivok down 
derisively upon this David or ordinary 
stature. The McLain building, six tall 
stories high, the cornice just a little above 
the top of the Turner, was reared immedli- 
ately north of the ‘“‘subject of this sketch.”’ 
The Union Trust building, 14 floors and a 
roof garden, tock the place of the squat 
Structure at Seventh and Olive streets, com 
pletely ehutting off the Turner building 
in the rear. The Chemical building. 16 sto 
ries high, was erected snug up against the 
south side of the Turner, on the north 
west corner of Seventh and OlivefiETAOIN 
west corner of Clive street. 


Could Not Withstand 
Skyscraper Goblin. 
This calamity occurred in 1896. The Tur- 
ner building withstood the great cyclone of 
that year, but it could not stand the sky- 
scraper goblin. The goblin got it, and now 
it is being chewed up. 

The Turner Real Estate Co. ent $270,000 
in the construction of the building, exclu- 
sive of the ground and the machinery. The 
elevators, dynamos and engines cost about 
$30,000 more. 

This investment of $300.000, practically as 
substantial as when bullt, was put on the 
market a few weeks ago and went out 
hunting for a buver. It so'd for $10,000, the 
Central Building Co. being the takrr. 

The $299,000 was lopped off beoause of “‘tNe 

ight that falled.’” When the two skyscrap- 
ers and the McLain bullding went up, on 
three sides of the Turner, the light of that 
structure, except from the front, was shut 
OTL. 
There were wide windows on each side. 
These, mere nches left in the biind walls, 
were boxed up end used as closets for those 
who occupied the rooms. 

Nearly every one of the 150 office rooms 
on the seven floors was rendered so dark 
that artificial ight was necessary through- 

the day. The corridors were dungeon- 
The elevator shaft was suggestive of 
a mine. 

The Central Building Co., it is true, will 
build a 16-story extension of the Chemical 
on the site of the Turner, but the old bulld- 
ing is being razed, not because of a de- 
mand for more office room, but because 
more light is needed. 

The site of the structure is 64x130 feet

The Turner building, it is said by the 
wreckers, is a monument of the builder's 
art. It was put up to stay. A member of 
the wrecking firm declares that a heavy 
railroad train could run over any of its 
floors without damaging the building. 

Peabody, Stern & Yurber of Boston were 
the architects. Norcross HMros. of New York 
were the building contractors. They put 
up the building in the most substantial 
style of 3 years ago. 

The lower walls are three feet thick, of 
hard brick. At the fourth floor they are 
two feet thick and the bricks are as solid 
today as when set in mortar. The ordi- 
nary soft brick will crumble when a build- 
ing is wrecked, but nearly all of those used 
in the Turner edifice can be saved. 

The floors of the corridors and halis are 
of Itallan marble tiles. The floors through. 
out are 1s inohes thick, constructed in the 
shape of brick arches, between heavy iron 
girders, and toppepd with concrete.

NEW MAN-OF-WAR, WHICH WILL 
BEAR HIS NAME. 


It Will Eclipse All Others With 16,- 
800 Tons Displacement and Four 
9.2-Inch Guns in Addition to 
Usual Armament. 


LONDON, March 8. — King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra participated In a number 
of inspections and ceremonies at Plymouth 
to-day, including the distribution of China 
medals. Among the recipients was Admiral 
Sir Edward Hobart Seymour, who com- 
manded the first Pekin relief expedition. 
The principal ceremony of the day was the 
launching of the (first-class battleship 
Queen by Queen Alexandra, and the laying 
of the Iplate of the first-class battle- 
ship King Edward VII. by King Bdward. 
The latter will be built on the slip on which 
the Queen was constructed. 

When the Queen entered the water King 
Edward touched a button which released 
the keelplate from its temporary resting 
place, whence it slipped into position on the 


blocks. 

The King Edward VII will eclipse all 
previous efforts in naval construc:ion. She 
will be of 16,800 tons displacement and carry 
four 9.2-inch guns in addition to the usual 
12-inch and 6-inch guns.

These facts were developed today at the 
most sensationa] hearing yet given by the 
Senate committee on interoceanic canals.

He 
was unable to answer many questions eith- 
er because he could not speak for the board 
of directors, or because the books of the 
company were in New York. The testi- 
mony taken today will be sent to New 
York, where Mr. Atkins will fill in the 
blanks. 

Mr. Atkins was requested to furnish the 
books of the old Nicaragua Conustruction 
Co.. which was reorganized and a large 
number of stockholders “‘frozen"’ out.

Signs of a break in the National League 
deadiock are appearing.

T WAS quite In consonance with Pader- 
| ewski's character that he should have 
selected such a farcinating theme as 
the eterna! antinomianism of the dweller 
on the soil and the deracinated one; the con- 
filet of peashnt and gypsy. Despite the 
structural weakness of the book, the com- 
poser has so flooded it with music, the 
music of the pervasive. poetic personality, 
that dfter several baliky starts the whole 
is set fairly afivat in the finale of act 1. 
Dr. Alfred Nossig is the Wbrettist. He 1s 
a German pole and a friend of Paderewski. 
A favorite Maori! proverh declares that our 
enemies are our true friends. The con- 
verse is also true. 

Whether considered dramatically or poet- 
foeally, the “Manru" poem fails; it falls 
short in its development of an excrilent 
thesis. This is it: “When the full moon 
floods the night, errant grows the gypsy 
wight’’—a translation with all due defer- 
ence to syllabic stress meaning and ad- 
mirably Englished by Mr. Henry Edward 
Krehbiel, whose Engitish version of the 
vocal score is published by the Schirmers. 

This motto has been seized upon by Pad- 
erewski as his poetic point of departure. 
Idealist that he Is, and far from being un 
homme du theatre, or even possessing what 
Henry James calls the ‘‘scenic idea,”” the 
Polish musician has sought for the larzer 
symbol in the rather meager and sordid 
tale of the librettist, a tale originally told 
by Kraszewski. He sees poetwise the 
strange conjunct'on of music and moonlight; 
and dovetailing this lunar madness with 
the melomania of the gypsy. he lets loose 
his fingers on the keyboard of the emotions. 
And so “Manru’’ is a rhapsody in which 
commingles melodiously the drowsy, 
drugged sorrow of Sarmatia with the crazy, 
lascivious tunes made by cluttering cym- 
balom and tambourine. 

The story told is simple: A Galician peas. 
ant girl married broomstick fashion to a 
gypsy tires of her isolation and returns to 
her kinemen. [ut she is despised. reviled 
and goes ba@ to her gypsy man, only to 
find that he, too, ts tiring. Upon these 


‘primitive folk several influences are brought 


to bear by the dramatist. A dwarf. in love 
with the woman, gives her a potion through 
Which she ie to regain—not to hold, however 
And 
other factor is a fiddling gypsy who sets 
ling the chords of Manru's former vag- 
abond life. 

After the aphrodisiac is administered the 
love for his wife flares up !n Manru’'s bos- 
om, but goon evaporates in the cold, polson- 
ous beams of a magic moon.

odious passion, is short-lived. Nor do we 
sympathize with the illuded woman when 
he leaves her, joining a rovirg gypsy band 
to which he is speedily elected leader. Lit- 
tle need ig there, except as belief, for Asa, 
the gypsy maid, and her weaving wiles. 
Manru would have returned to his race— 
if for no other reason than that his wife 
bored him. 


The ‘ibrettist does not deceive us even 


when he sets Ulana, the wife, to singing a Weber, and in Georg Pittrich’s 


plaintive lullaby. In a word, the book con- 
tains no sympathetic characters, except, 
perhaps, the dwarf, Urok, whose savagery 
is repellant wntil it Is se2n that he itis real- 
ly the dues ex machina; he loves the wom- 
an; he secretly incites the man to leave her 
by telling him that he will leave her, and 
he gives her the potion the effect of whici 
he clearly foresees. 

In the amended version of the finale it 
is Urck who pushes Manru over the orr- 
cipice, thus avenging, at a stroke the sul- 
clde of the deserted woman, the faithless- 
ness of the Tzigane, and his own Cesperate 
love for the wretched UWlana. The work 
could be called appropriately ‘“‘Urok” and 
not “Menru.”” At no time does thts heroic 
weakling win our affections; all in a trem- 
or when the fiddling strains are heard, he 
io a brute wou 19 passion by a mere pow- 
Jel. 

LUreonrclously the comporer felt all this 
for. without wishing to, he made of Urok 
the principal figure, not that to him fs ac- 
corded the best music, but the most charuc- 
teristic—-withaul memories of Mime, Aider- 
ish, David and Bechmesser iseue from his 
lips. Ulana is rather culoricss. he great 
art of Marcella Sembrich made her yiial 
last night; but dramatically alive the figure 
is not. Ulana is lachrymove in Act 1; ma- 
ternal and Jeceitful in act 2>—u blending of 
an Isolkie and a Gutrune, a woman who of- 
fers canthoridic cups to men—and weakly 
suicidal in act 3 Not an appealing crea- 
ture, Manru viewed as a tymbol attracts— 
otherwise he is a selfish, vain, boastful fool. 

Asn, the Carmen of act 3 is a lively 
silhousette though conventional. 


She wiggles her hips and beats amorous- 
ly upon the tambourine; a pale replica of 
her Sevillian sister; without the_ divers 
tongues of melody. Hedwig. the Mamma 
lucia of the Tatra mountains, the mother 
of Ulana, ts merely an ear—something to 
whisper into. Her simulation of activity at 
the cloge of act 1 bears upon it the imprint 
of a librettist anxious for any sort of an 
ending. Oros, the gypsy chief disposed by 
Manru, is a mere lacunt, partioularly since 
the role of siayer has been denied him. 
Jagu is a gypey fiddier whose siren tunes 
draw Manru back to his tribe. And the 
chorus—! 

Whether intentionally or not the poet and 
composer have restored the chorus to its Ol 
position in the center of the stage. 


It is cosmopolitan tn its music taste, this 
chorus; it sings after the manner of the Si- 
cilians in “Cavalleria Rusticana’’ and anon 
like the warlike Valkyries. Upon the 
massed singing devolves much of the coler 
of the score. The ballet music must not be 
forgotten, either. It is the real attraction of 
act. 1 with its Krakowlakian measures, its 
interesting Bacchic energy. And it was 
well danced last night. 

In act 3 the dramatist poses a phychologic 
problem, which is solved by the composer. 
Across agitated sky is driven a rack of 
clouds behind which the moon shows. It is 
‘‘mad, naked summer night, and Manrwu ex- 
hausted by his troubles sleeps upon the 
ground. As the moon waxes and wanes in 
its ambush of scurrying vapor the sleeper 
grows restless of sinks Into hypnotic sium- 
ber. 

This dream psychology interpreted by the 
orchestra is the most original thing of the 
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“Hansel und Grete),’ and Wagner makes his 
Bieglinde a seer of visions. But the pe- 
cullar concurrence of music and moon and 
their attack upon the wild brain of a gypty 
is a triumph for Paderewski. “Ist der 
mond am Himmel voli, dann wird der Zig- 
euner toll:’’ Here is the true Jeading motive 
of the work and the one upon which the 
composer's instinct pitched for devoted and 
extended treatment. 

Doubtless the list of operas with gypsy 
subjects ts large. For the present it Is 
sufficient to enumerate “The Bohemian 
Girl,” by Balfe; “The Gypsy’s Warning,” 
Julius Benedict; “Carmen,” Biget; “King 
Against His Witl,’’ Chabrier—Minka Is Po!l- 
ish at least; “L’Amico Frits.” Mascagni, 
has a gypsy fiddler; “Il Trovatore,’ Verd\ 
with an old favorite Azucena; “Eeetiont, 
“Marga,” 4 
the background is not unlike ‘‘Manru’s.’ 
But Paderewski's gypsy is something dif- 
ferent. He is—or is intended to be—the 
nomad Whose fiove of wandering has be- 
come an obsession second only to hi« delirl- 
um of the senses when music sounds.

HBRE are not many lapidaries in this 
country because it is a singular trade 
and one ngt easily learned. The lap- 

idary is only proficient after almost a life- 
time of service. He must have the natural 
qualifications of steady nerves, perfect eye- 
sight, powerful lungs and the ability to 
draw as wvoll as the average artist. Many 
start in the business, but few finish. 

The majority of the 500 lapidaries in this 
country are Germans, and were imported. 
This number includes the diamond cutters 
as well as the lapidaries who must also be 
engravers, Engraving is a necessary accom- 
plishment, as a Japidary must cut signet 
rings and cameos, An apprenticesh'p of four 
years is required In the business, and then 
a workman is allowed to do only very plain 
work.

fact T ‘earned to sort precious stones while 
playing on the flocs. 

My father and uncles ilve in Oberstein, 
Germany, and when I want a very fine plece 
of work I Import it from that country. 

When a stone ‘s:to be ground an idea 
is formed of the shape to whieh the stone 
is best s and a workman starts on 
the shaping machine. This is a torture ma- 
chine. It consivts of a big, fine grained 
grindstone inclosed in a box. The workman 
lies down on a sort of bench hollowed out to 
allow the body to remain perfectly immov- 
able. The arms hang down and the hands 
rest on a smal! shelf-like arrangement that 
acts as a support and steadies the hands 
so that thzy.will not move the least frac- 
tion of an inch. 

The workman lies In this position for an 
hor or so, breaihing the fine dust ‘that 
file? up from the stone as he grinds If 
the stone is a ruby or sapphire, the next 
step is to the cutting and polishing disk 
called a lap. For these stones a copper 
lap is used, and for diamonds a lap of steel 
is necessary. Theee laps are expensive, 
some of them costing $15. They are Olled 
with small cuts and hollows in which the 
diamond dust lays. The polishing dust is 
mixed with ofl and the cuts are neccssary 
to keep the dust on the lap, as the revolu- 
tions of the disk would throw the dust off. 

When a@ stone is ready for the final polish- 
ing It Is fastened on the end of 9 small 
etick with a peculiar kind of wax which. af- 
ter being cooled, is as hard as the stone 
itself. The facets one by one are pressed 
down on the laps, and the operator must 
possess a pair of perfect eyes to cut all the 
facets at the same angle, or there will be 
no refiection, and the stone will iack the re- 
quired brilliancy. 

Diamond cutting is very hard on the 
eyes, and, as the profits in the business 
are no more than in the most ordinary 
business, itis not a get-rich-quick profes- 
sion. A skilled mechanic in almost any oth. 
er line ‘s paid in the neighborhocd of $25 
per weck. To get a salary of $% per week 
in this business a man has to be skillful 
indeed.” A boy 14 starting in the business 
and working steadily will live to be about 
3 or 4) years old.

OES marching inoapacitate a soldier 
[) for fighting? N. Zuntz and H. 

Schumberg, two German experts, 
have been making experiments in regard 
to the effect of marching on the men of 
the Kaltser’s army. 

They selected for this purpose five

Now, after 58 years, there is a prospect 


that this year the first great stride will be taken toward a reconciliation of these 
great American churches, which are both so thoroughly entrenched in the city of 
St. Louis that the Methodist church (North) counts its nineteen churches in the 


city, and the Methodist church (South) its fifteen. 
The conciliative hope in the present year looks to the quadrennial conference 


of the Southern church to be held at Dallas, Tex., in May. 


If the conference votes 


for consolidation it will be the fruit of eight years of quiet agitation toward bring- 


ing the conciliation abont. 


It would then only remain for the Northern church 


to meet the Southern church half way at i\s next national conference, in 1904. 


ANIEL WEBSTER declared the dils- 
T) ruption of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in the United States to be an 
omen of nationa) disintegration. Such was 
the part of this great church in the na- 
tional life 58 years ago, when it counted 
its churches from the St. Lawrence to the 
Gulf of Mexico, its hundreds of thousands 
of communicants and its picturesqus cir- 
cult riders) moving shoulder to shoulder with 
the most intrepid pioneer in the West. 

Today there is very good promise that 
the Methodist Chrch in the United States 
is once more to become the Methodist 
Episcopal (Church without affixes Nort: or 
South. 

Indications of a growing spirit of unity 
between the two churches are the recent 
consolidation of their publishing houses in 
Ohina, the adoption of a common standard 
hymn book, and the division of American 
insular territory by which the southern 
church enters the mission field in. Cuba 
and the northern church confines itself to 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. 

St. Louls is common territory for the two 
churches. In all the cities and large towns 
of Missouri a like situation exists, and in 
many of the smaller towns both churches 
are to be fonud. 

The advances thus far made by the 
Churches toward reconciliation and re- 
union have usually met with the support 
of representative St. Louls Methodists. 
Federation, rather than actual consolida- 
tion, has been the object sought by the two 
churches thus far. This question will come 
before the southern church at its Dallas 
conference in the form of a report of the 
action taken by the northern church on 
proposals which have been passing between 
the two churches since 18%. Amendments 
were made by the northern conference to 
the scheme of federation proposed by the 
southern conference. It is not certain that 
these amendments will prove acceptable to 
the southern church, and the matter may 
be dropped at the Dallas meeting or re- 
opened by new resolutions. 

The recent strides toward union taken 
by the two sections of the Presbyterian 
Church have caused a sentiment for union 
among the iaity in both divisions of the 
Methodist Church, and this feeling has 
been reflected by myamy of the clergy 
and educators of both churches. Some of 


union of the separated parts of Methodism 
and Presbyterianism a sign of the ultimate 
consolidation of all evangelical churches in 
the United States. 

Examples for the proposed unification of 
American Methodism have been furnished 
by the recent union of the different 
branches of the church In Canada, and by 
similar action in Australia. In Great Brit- 
tain the divisions of the Methodist Church 
number nearly a score. At the Methodist 
ecumenical conference, held tn London last 
September, resolutions were adopted fa- 
voring the union of the two branches of 
the African M. E. Church in the United 
States, and the federation of the northern 
and southern divisions of the white church.

DO not consider the union of the north- 
] ern and southern churches necessary. 
They are now one in spirit and in doc- 
trine. To make them one in organization 
would add nothing to the present harmony, 
and might tend to endanger it. The old 
sectional feeling by which the church waé 
divided has passed away, it i true, but 
certain differences of custom, association 
and sentiment remain. These make it wise 
to continue the separate organizations. 
There is little or no conflict between the 
two churches. Most of their territory is 
distinct. When both are in the same field, 
each is doing its own work and doing it 
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well. They are in no sense antagonistic. 
One often notices two great banks or stores 
running in the same community, without 
antagonism, following apparently the eame 
business plan, and one wonders why they 
do not unite. Yet they have their distinc- 
tive methods, each fille its own field, and 
they continue to do so well apart that they 
do not think of uniting. I do not know what 
the southern conference may do. What- 
ever they may decide upon in this matter 
will come before the northern church two 
years hence.

HE sooner American Methodism can 
T be united the better. I belleve that 
the sentiment of a majority of mem- 
bers of both churches is for organic union. 
That it has been delayed so long is not 
due, in my opinion, to the wish of the two 
branches to remain apart, but to the slow- 
ness which necessarily attends negotiations 
between the two bodies. 

The old spirit of dissension which sep- 
arated the northern and southern churches 
has passed away. We who are of a younger 
generation know of it only by tradition. 
Why should we keep up the divisions which 
arose from a quarrel in which we had no 
part? . 

To unite the two churches would not only 
show how thoroughly our nation is reunit- 
ed, but it would greatly increase the force 
of Methodism as a spirital power. The 
one church could do much more than the 
two are now doing, for it could save money 
and energy now spent in competition in 
common territory, and use these in unoc- 
cupied territory or in the foreign field. 

If an instance is needed to show the 
unification of Methodist sentiment, it may 
be noted that we have in St. Louis a Meth- 
odist magazine representing equally the 
two branches of the church and numbering 
its subscribers among northern and south- 
ern churches.

For the United States, federation means 
principally an agreement on the division of 
what is now common territory.

But in small towns ft is often a 
waste of money and labor to maintain two 
churches, the same in doctrine and separat- 
ed only by a sectional name. 

To avoid this duplication in the new mis- 
sion fields opened by American expansion, 
the churches have made an agreement by 
which the southern church goes to Cuba 
and the northern church to the Philippines 
and Porto Rioco. 
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At the general conference of the M. FE. 
Church, South, held in 1894, a committee on 
federation was appointed, looking toward 
closer union with the northern church in 
mission work and adjustment of common 
territory. Two years later the M. E. 
Church held its general conference and ap-

naocss, five down drafts, two firebrick 
arch, and one oll-burning. The down-draft 
furnaces were accordingly installed at the 
Marshall, Field, Wyman, Sherman = and 
Monroe Schools, the Reynolds arch furnace 
at the Chariess school, and the Kent arch 
at the Fremont school. 

The down-draft furnaces are doing excel- 
lent work. No smoke comes from their 
chimneys, and the men are able to handle 
them without difficulty. There is reason to 
believe, algo, that they have effected an 
economy in fuel of at least 15 per cent. 

The down-draft device is well known 
throughout the country, and especially in 
St. Louls, where there are in the neigh- 
borhood of 600 bollers set with it. Being a 
part of the pressure system of the boller, 
ané requiring a specia! fire front, it is neces- 
sarily higher at first cost than most other 
smoke-preventing devices, except automatic 
stokers. It sometimes proves unsatisfac- 
tory when improperly designed with respect 
to available draft and grate surface; also 
when impure feed water is used and the 
tubes are not kept clean. None of these 
conditions exist, however, in the St. Louis 
schools, and it would be reasonable to ex- 
pect the same satisfactory results in all the 
schools that have been secypred with this 

of furnace at the Central High School, 
with those at the Board of Education 
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were in operation or not.” 


perhaps, as these boilers will ever be called 
upon to perform. I am gratified to say 
that in every instance I found the boliers 
doing their work satisfactorily, maintain- 
ing an ample supply of steam, and abso- 
lutely without smoke. It would, in fact, 
require close and long continued observa- 
tion of the chimneys of these schools to 
determine whether the boilers were in op- 
eration or not. While no careful tests have 
been made, there is excellent reason for 
believing that at the time named each of 
these boilers was being operated at fully 56 
per cent above its rated capacity. This 
would completely dispose of the argument 
that smokeless furnaces cannot be over- 
worked, if that argument had not been so 
often and so fully answered heretofore. 

The most gratifying feature of these in- 
stallations, aside from their splendid smoke 
record, is the fact that previous investi- 
gations indicate that a saving in fuel of 
from 15 to 20 per cent may confidently be 
expected. 

My investigations show that satisfactory 
smoke performance can be secured with 
both the Reynolds and Kent furnaces. 
There appears to be no marked economy of 
fuel due to their use, but there is evidence 
of some reduction in the capacity of the 
boilers for extreme overwork. The furnaces 
are reasonable in first cost, but will un- 
doubtedly call for occasional repairs, not 
serious, however, in cost. 


The excellent smoke performances se- 
cured with the furnaces have been due to 
skillful and continued attention to the fires 
to an extent greater than can be expected 
in regular service. The janitors in charge 
of these schools should, however, be re- 
quired to give these furnaces just as close 
attention as their duties will permit, and 
they should understand that they will be 
personally to blame should complaint be 


‘made of smoke coming from their chim- 


neys. 

The necessity for this close attention and 
the further fact that the schoo! boilers are 
often, seriously overworked for several 
hours ¢ ind are subject te wide 
. the 
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this type of frnace is not as well suited 
for school work as some other types, the 
down draft, for instance. I therefore ques- 
tion the wisdom of any further investment 
in furnaces of this type. This, however, 
must not be taken as a genera! disapproval 
of this class of furnace. On the contrary, 
our investigations prove that they have a 
wide field of usefulness. They are low in 
first cost, and where the work is reasona- 
bly uniform and overloads rare and unim- 
portant, they will undoubtedly give most 
excellent results. 

I have devoted onsiderable time to the 
study of the best methods of burning oll, 
and of ite advantages and disadvantages. 
The moat important advantage of oll fuel 
is its emokslessness. Furthermore, the la- 
bor and attention required are greatly re- 
Guced; the nuisances of coal dust and the 
necessity for removing ashes are avoided. 
Steam can be raised quicker, and the boil- 
er’s capacity for overwork is increased 

On the other hand, the disadvantages ac- 
companying its use are formidable. In the 
firs place it is much ore expensive than 
coal, and quite an elaborate and expensive 
equipment of tanks and apparatus is neces- 
@eary to handle it properly. Two points 
which must not be overicoked are the iIn- 
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pose the following equipment is desirable: 
One or more storage tanks having a com- 
bined capacity of at least 10,000 gallona 
These must be underground and provided 
with filling and vent pipes, drains, float and 
indicator, and algo pipe line and hose to the 
tank car. The underwriters’ rules now re- 
quire these tanks to be not greater in ca- 
pacity than 2% barrels, so that we would 
need $8 or 10 tanks, but ft is possible that 
this requirement might be modified. 

There must be a pump to take the oil 
from the storage tanks and deliver it to 
the burners. Usually two pumps are pro- 
vided, one for reserve, but a single one 
would answer in the case of the public 
school. The pump should be set on cast 
iron legs and be provided with an tron drip 
pan. Filters must be provided to remove 
foreign matter, and arrangements must be 
made to heat the oil to nearly the distilling 
point. This is done by the exhaust steam 
from the pump. An automatic regulator is 
also necessary to maintain a constant oil 
pressure. The burners are more properly 
atomisers, as they pulverize the ol] ready 
for burning. - Two or more of these are re- 
quired per boiler, with the necessary oil, 
steam and air connections and regulating 

The low pressure which the schoo) 
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is usually very wet, as was shown in the 
Fremont School tests. It will therefore 
be necesary to use compressed air in the 
burners. For this purpose a small air com- 
pressor, operated by a low-pressure steam 
engine, will be necessary. 

In addition to the pipe lines from tank car 
to storage tanks, additional Mnes will also 
be necessary from the storage tanks to the 
pump and from thence to the burners; also 
steam, exhaust and air connections to the 
pump and air compressor. These must be 
carefully designed and constructed, as the 
service required of them is important. 

The matter of the cost of such a plant I 
have taken up with prominent and experi- 
enced butiders of this class of apparatus, 
and find that the following figures are ap- 
proximately correct: 

Storage tanks, erected complete........ 8 300 

Single pump system, with filters, heat- 
ers and regulator 

Boller equipment complete, including

It is, of course, true that olf! 
experimentally with a much 
equipment, but I am confident 
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reliable and efficient conditions, cannot be 
constructed for materially less than the 
sum named. 

As to comparison between coal and oil: 
crude fuel oll from Beaumont, Tex., such as 
that now under consideration, varies con- 
siderably in calorific value. I have au- 
thentic calorific determinations which vary 
all the way from 14,248 to 19,18 British ther- 
mal units pound. A considerable study 
of this satisfies me that 16,900 is probably 
a fair average value. Under your condi- 
tions of service it is reasonable to assume 
that you would get with oll a boiler ef- 
ficiency of about 75 per cent. The lowest 
price now quoted on this oll, delivered in 
St. Louls, is $1.% per barrel, but it is ex- 
pected that improved transportation fa- 
cilities will enable the price to be reduced to 
$1, which ts exactly the present freight rate.

| ally attempt to reach the North Pole by 


| means of a submarine boat. 

It was Herr Anschutz Kampfe who tn- 
vented the boat and he is very hopeful of 
success. . 

When the Austrian scientist first br@fight 
his project before the geographical society 
assembled at Vienna a year ago it was 
looked upon as visionary. One objection 
after another was raised and there were 
many who regarded the tdea as simply pre- 
posterous. 

Herr Anschutz-Kempf. however, like Co- 
lumbus, was convinced of the feasibility 
of his idea and he did not give up because 
scientifiC men thought unfavorably of It. 


By applying first to one capitalist and 


'then to another, hy the hardest kind of 


work. backed by the greatest amount of 
determination. he has at last succeeded 
in raising the necessary capital to build 
his submarine vessel. 

He first brought his scheme to the atten- 
tion of the Imperial Geographical Society,

The average depth to which the subma- 
rine boat will descend is 160 feet, though 
her owner does not think she will be re- 
quired to navigate at this depth for any 
great length of time.

HB Zionist Jews of St. Louis have put 
T forth a champion to answer the lec- 
ture, in which Rabbi Samuel Sale 
Geclared the Zion movement impracticable 
and promising nothing. Dr. Sale has been 
invited to attend a meeting of one of the 
societies and debate the question with Dr. 
M. I. de Vorkin of 1323 Carr street, an en- 
thusiastico Zionist, but has not found it 
possible to accept the invitation. 

Dr. De Vorkin is one of the most zealous 
‘of the St. Louls Zionists. To him the Zion- 
tstio movement is a religion. He becomes 
eloquent in championing its virtues and 
most vehement in describing the necessity 
for the realization of its ambitions. 

Another Zionist leader is Dr. M. Golland 
of 1718 Carr street. Both are Russian Jews, 
educated in Russian universities. Both tell 
harrowing tales of the atrocities they saw 
perpetrated on their less fortunate co- 
religionists in the land of the Czar. They 
say that persons who have not lived in the 
countries where the Jews are sytematic- 
ally persecuted cannot appreciate as they 
do the advisability of securing for them a 
country of their own—like the Palestine of 
their ideal. 

And that is just the point where the op- 
position make a point of marked difference. 
They say they approve of Zionism in one 
Sense, but are opposed to a political Zion 
such as would result from the purchase 
from the Sultan of Turkey of the 6400 
square miles of the Holy Land, 

It is the purpose of the internation! or- 
ganization, of which Dr. Herz! is the head, 
to raise a fund of $10,000,000 before making 
an active start. With this amount it is 
proposed to elther purchase outright or 
pay in installments for the land famed in 
biblical history. 

St. Louls is contributing to this fund, but 
only in a very small way. It is estimated 
that In the five years intervening since 
Zionism received a foothold in 8t. Louis 
that only about $1200 has been added to the 
fund from this city. 

The five Zion societies in St. Louis are the 
B'’Nai Zion No. 1, the B'Nai No. 2, the 
Daughters of Zion, the Sons and Daugh- 
ters of Zion and the Doersche!l Zion. 
B’Nal Zion No. 1 consists largely of elderly

The Doerschel 
Zion meets the second and fourth Wednes- 
Gay of each month at the Fraternal! bulld- 
ing.

the Zionistic sentiment is very strong and 
deep among the Jews of 8+. Louis who 4&re 
gathered under the banner of Herzl, Nor- 
dau and ZangwilL 

There are only about 400 among the mem- 
bers of the Zion societies in St. Louis, and 
these are largely among the poorer classes. 
So we have not been able to contribute any 
large sums to the Zionistic fund. But we 
are going ahead, spreading the gospel of 
Zionism where we can, teaching it to our 
children and collecting what money we 
are able. 

We have collected about $1200 through the 
organized societies, though more has been 
sent direct to the London headquarters by 
individuals in St. Louis. 

The Zionistic movement, @a everyone 
knows who has studied the question, has 
for its object the colonization of the Jews 
in the Holy Land. It is the purpose of the 
Zion leaders to raise a fund of $10,000,000, 
and, with that, purchase a portion of Pal- 
estine. All over the world Zion societies 
have been organized by the Jews. 

A Jew who has lived in the United States 
all his life and never tasted anything but 
the sweets of life in this blessed country 
cannot possibly look upon Zionism as we do. 
We who have lived in Russia, who have 
been denied the rights of citizenship, who 
have been compelled to remain in the 
Ghetto, who have seen children killed and 
women outraged !n the streets with no op- 
portunity of redress for their relatives, we 
can appreciate what the Zionistic move- 
ment is. 

Life in a country like Ruasia, or Galatia, 
or Roumania, is more than sufficient to im- 
press one with the merits of Zionism. The 
Jews are described as a race without a 
home In the United States it does not 
make much difference whether they have a 
home in this sense or not. But in Ruesia 
it is different. There they are likely to be 
driven out at any time, and all their pos- 
sessions taken away. When the Jews are 
driven out of Russia or Galatia or Rouma- 
nia, where can they go? Germany doesn’t 
want them. There is a strong anti-Semitic 
feeling in France. England is not hanker- 
ing for their addition to its population. 
Where can can they go? To the Argentine 
colonies? There are more now there than 
the soll will support. To the United States? 
Well, the United States may call a halt 
some day if millions of Jews, paupers by 
force of circumstances, are thrown into this 
country. 

Palestine is the place to my mind and to 
the minds of the other Zionists. It is a land 
hallowed by sacred memories. It is a land 
particularly dear to the Jew. It is a fertile 
country and can enable millions of Jews 
to earn their bread by the sweat of their 
brows. If $10,000,000 will not purchase the 
entire Holy Land ftom the Sultan it will 
at least be enough for a first payment on 
whatever rum is demanded. 

It is the idea of the Zionists to have all 
the great nations of the earth unite in a 
protectorate over the little country. In this 
portion of the Zionistic idea the opponents 
of the movement find an opportunity for 
criticism. They argue that Jews who are 
citizens of the United State@® cast a doubt 
on their loyalty to the stars and 
stripes by entering into & movement 
for the establishment of a new coun- 
try.

REVIVALIST MORGAN, THE CARDIFF RELIGIOUS EXPANSIONIST. 


He Is the Successor of Moody in America and Em- 
ploys New Methods in His Work. 


R 


EV. G. CAMPBELL MORGAN of London, who will begin a series of re- 
vival meetings in St Louis next Sunday, is a religious expansionist. 
New methods of evangelism are employed by Mr. Morgan, who is the 


successor of the late Dwight L. Moody in the workof evangelism and Bible training 


in the United States. 

INCE his arrival on American soil laet 
S June, Mr. Morgan has spent the 
greater part of his time in work 
among church members. .In,.8t. Louis he 
will divide his time equally between pro 
fesaing Christians and the general public, 
speaking of the former in the afternoon cn 
Bible study, and to the latter at night on 
evangelistic themes. 

For the last two weeks of March, which 
are also tho closing weeks of Lent, Rev. 
Mr. Morgan will speak twice daily, except 
Saturdays, in Piligrm Congregational 
Church, Washington and Ewing avenues. 
His meetings will be in charge of Evangel- 
ical Alliance, comprising ministers of all 
English-speaking Protestant denominationa. 

Religious revivals in the United States 
have been comparatively few in the last 
five years. No more is heard of the vast 
meetings in theaters, tents and public halis, 
at which multitudes were in former years 
stirred to religious emotion. The profes- 
sional evangelists, under whose preaching 
in former years the church altar rails were 
often crowded, are for thé most part unem- 
ployed, or have gone back Into the regular 
channels of the ministry. 


Not to restore these old-time revival 


methods, but to inaugurate In and through | 


the churches a movement for religious ex- 
tension is the miseion of Mr. Morgan, as it 
is understood by the ministers in charge 
of the coming series of meetings. 

For two-thirds of his lifetime this Eng- 
lish minister, who is not yet 40 years old, 
has been an evangelist. His father was a 
Baptist minister in Cardiff. His first ser- 
mon was preached in his 13th year to his 
schoolmates in Monmouth, England, and 
was ffom the text: ‘There is a lad here 
that hath five barley loaves and two small 
fishes."’ 

While his experience as a preacher dated 
from early youth he was repulsed in his 
first effort to enter the ministry. 

Applying in 1888 for admission to the min- 
istry of the English Wesleyan Church, Mr. 
Morgan was rejected, his examiners holding 
that his training was defective. 

The refusal of the Wesleyans to accept 
the young preacher made him an applicant 
for admission to the ministry of the English 
Congregational Church. Here he was moro 
successful, and his first pastorate, at Stone, 
in the Midlands district, commemnced in 
1889. In the previous year he had been 
married to his cousin, Miss Annie Morgan. 

Once a month he would seek a leave of 
absence from the church at Stone and go 
to some neighboring town to hold an evan- 
gelistic service. He became widely known 
through these services, and in 1893 was 
called to Westminster Road Church, Birm- 
inghan. 

Before settling in Birmingham Mr. Mor- 
gan had been active tn political work in the 
Midlands district, and. was a Liberal] and 
an advocate of home rule. He retained 
these views In the larger city and was fre- 
quently outspoken In his expressions on po- 
litical matters, but the Increasing demands 
of the pulpit caused him to abandon po- 
litical speechmaking.

In 1897 Mr. Morgan commenced his pas- 
torate in New Court Chapel, Tollington 
Park, London. In the four years following 
he became known throughout England, and 
formed the acquaintance of the great Amer- 
ican evange ist whose mantle he now wears. 

Mr. Morgan first preached in the Moody 
Bible meetings in Chicago in 1896. In the 
following year he took a leading part in the 
work of the Northfield (Mass.) Bible School, 
and repeated these efforts every summer 
until Mr. Moody's death, tn 1990. 

By the selection of W. R. Moody, son of 
the evangeHst, and the directors of the 
Northfield and Chicago schools which bear 
Moody’s rame, he came to America last 
year to take the place of the dead leader. 

Mr. Morgan's departure from London was 
made the occasion of a demonstration in tne 
City Temple, itn which all denominations 
took part, led by Dr. Joseph Parker. 

Since his arrival im America Mr. Morgan 
has been recognized as the foremost of Eng- 
lish-speaking evangelists and -Bible read- 
ers. In the opening years of the twentieth 
century he is nearer than any other man to 
the place which Wesley and Whitfield held 
in the eighteenth century and Moody in the 
nineteenth. 

Mr. Morgan has filled the teacher's chair 
as well ar the pulpit. Immediately after 
leaving schoo! in Cheltenham, England, he 
taught In a Wesleyan dey schovi at Isling- 


ton, a suburb of Birmingham, and was 
later an insiructor in the Jewish collegiate 
In his school days Mr. Morgan was a foot- 
ball and cricket player, and retains his in- 
reations are golf and bicycling.

This method of fixing a language by a 
method of signs or pictures we find among 
the people who lived tn the valley between 
the Tigris and the Euphrates. At such an 
early date as 3000 B. C. these people were 
in possesion of a complete and really won- 
derful system by the heip of which they 
could express every thought and every 
word of their language. They had their 
signs for man, bright, rising sun, water, 

oll, straw, present, god, pay, canal, etc., 
which they pronounced galu, asag, ud a, ni, 
in ba an, lal, e. Every sign expresses an 
idea, a word. Such a sysiem of writing 
where every sign etands for a certain word, 
is called by scholars an ideographic writing 
An ideograph, then, is a sign or picture 
expressing a certain word. That the signe 
employed by the people of Mesopotamia 
were originally pictures may still be seen in 
numbers one and eight on figure 2. In num- 
ber 1, if you etretch your tmagination a 
little, yon may etill recognize the picture 
of aman. The heart with the eye and tho 
body are easily recognizable. No. 8 repre- 
sents a star. With a star the idea of hea- 
ven, high, bright, god ta, of course, closely 
connected. In quite a good many other 
cases the original picture may still be de- 
tected. In of them, however, it is 
no longer discernible; but although no 
: shag ag a Re 
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they were originally pictures. Thws the 
sign for mouth with inserted sign for 
water, stands for to drink. The sign for 
eye, with the sign for water, stands for 
eye water, tear, to weep. Nos. 2 and 3 
on figure 2 are the signs for shining metal 
and the sun that rises out of the ocean, 
which latter also means bright. Together 
they mean the shining bright metal, that 
is silver or money, and have then wo be 
pronounced ku-babbar. 

After this nation had thus invented a sign 
for almost every word or object known to 
them, they could, of course, express a sen- 
tence like “a man paid the money” with 
the three signs for man, money and pay. 
That this manner of expressing a sentence 
would not do in course of time its self-evi- 
dent. They had to go a step further. If 
they were to express a sentence like “a 
man pays him his money,’’ how could they 
possibly distinguish the past from the pres- 
ent tense? How should they express such 
abstract ideas as he, him, his? Well, they 
knew how to help themselves. In their lan- 
guage the sound LAL simply expressed the 
idea of paying without saying that this 
paying took place in the past or present, 
and that is a great difference. If they 
wanted to say he paid, they pronounced in- 
lal; for he pays, in-lal-e; for he pays him, 
in-ba-an-lal-e. An e at the end of a word 
signifies the present tense; a ba-an put 
into the verbal form, that is between the 
sign expressing the idea to pay and the 
prefix in expressing the third person, stood 
for the object, him; in-ba-an-lal-e literally 
translated would be he pay him is, that is, 
he is paying him, he pays him. 

The method employed by the people to 
express by signs the idea of the present 
tense of he and him was by simply taking 
the signs which had the pronunciation,

manner they went to work to express the 
idea his. They took the sign for oll, which 
had the pronunciation ni, and added this 
sign, by means of the connecting vowel a, 
or water, to the sign indicating the idea 
silver—ku-babbar. In this way the people 
were released, it is true, from inventing 
new signs, but made it very difficult for 
the decipherer, as you easily can imagine. 
Thus it may happen that one and the 
same sign may stand for a certain object, 
that is be an ideograph, and yet be regard- 
ed merely as a syliable or phonetic sign. 
Thus scholars speak of ideographic and 
phonetic or syllabic values of a sign. Fig- 
ure 2 is quite instructive in this respect. 
If that sentence were translated according 
to its ideographs it would read “‘man shin- 
ing metal bright water oil straw present 
heaven pay canal,”"’ which, of course, would 
be senseless, although every sign would 
be translated correctly. The decipherer, 
when reading the oldest cuneiform inscrip- 
tions, has always to ask: Is this sign an 
ideograph or a syllable? Only after an- 
swering that question correctly will he be 
able to translate the sentence in figure 2. 
It means “a man pays him his money,” 
and fe translated by taking signs numbers 
1, 2, 3 and 9 as ideographs and making all 
the rest of them mere syllables. Because 
of this varied use to which a sign may be 
put, it acquired in the course of time a 
great many pronunciations and significa- 
tions. Thus, eign number 3 in figure 2 may 
have the following pronunciations: wud, ut, 
tu, tam, par, pir, lah, lih, hish and his. 
And it may me&n day, sun, to go up, and 
bright. To these different pronunciations 
and meanings must be added quite a good 
many compositions in which the sign may 
occur. Thus, in figure 2, when found after 
the sign azag (number 2), a new idea or 
word is expressed, namely the word ku-bab- 
bar, meaning silver money. 

Now we may take up the point in dis-

The question now arises, and it is this 
the learned world is debating, have we here 
in figure 3 the same language as that in 
figure 2, or is it a different language by a 
different people? All scholars are agreed 
that the language in figure 2 is a Semitio 
language, for amelu means man and is the 
same which we find in the proper néme 
Evil-Ferodas, that is, the man of Mardus. 
The word Kaspu occurs in the Bible under 
the form of Keseph. The form ishakal-shu 
consists of the two words shasalu, from 
which we get the word shekel, and shu, 
him, that he pays him. 

You may ask here: How do you know 
signs a and d of figure 3 should be trans- 
lated amelu Kaspi-shu ishakal-shu?

HE extremes of temperature which enable St. Louis to suit the fancy of a 

man from any part of the world are not without their price, In fact, they 

come high. A Laplander coming to the Louisiana Purchase Fair and 
finding the temperature down below zero would certainly be delighted, but the 
source of his delight would cost the building trades of the city a cool $40,000 
for every day it lasted. A citizen of the city of Quito would be pleased to find 
it 100 degrees above zero in the shade, but that, too, would be a costly matter for 
the constructionists who work outdoors. 

For St. Louis to be extremely hot or extremely cold is for St. Louis to be 
very idle. There is an army of workers. who cannot take the field when the 
temperature is down around zero, and these same people are almost all thrown 
out of work when the heat becomes as intense as 95 or 100 in the shade. It is 
during the season when the temperature ranges between 40 and 80 degrees that o +

St. Louls.. While extreme heat and exces- 
sive cold weather are inconvenient for ev- 
ery one who has not the means to flee to 


the tropics in winter or the far North in 
summer, they are more than inconvenient 
to those who follow the building trades. Ex- 


cessive heat and cold rob them of their 


dally wages. 

Winter is more crue! to them than sum- 
mer. It does not frequently become so 
warm that the bricklayer, the carpenter 
and the plasterer cannot work, although the 
climbing temperature frequently makes 
them literally “earn their bread by the 
sweat of their brow.” But in winter it is 
not rare for the weather to force them out 
of employment for days and weeks at a 
time. 

The effects of the cold weather have been 
felt by the building trades during the past 
two months more forcibly than they have 
for years. The thermometer in past years 
has touched points as low as it hae in re- 
cent weeks, but seldom hae the tempera- 
ture hovered around the zero mark 60 con- 
tinuously as it has since Christmas. 

There are 12,00 men employed in the 
building trades in St. Louis, according to 
Secretary Prendergast of the Building 
Trades Council. He ¢ays the average wage 
is $3.41 per day. At these figures, every 
day at which the temperature is such that 
these men cannot work, they lose over $40,- 


Cold weather cost the buliding trades em- 
ployes at least a quarter of a million dol- 
lars within the last month if these figures 
are correct. Hiram Lioyd, a well-known 
contractor, gives it as his opinion that 
not more than one-third of these men have 
made over “half time’’ since Dec. 15. 

The weather does not uniformly affect all 
the building trades. A carpenter might 
work where a bricklayer could not, and a 
painter might work under circumstances 
which would not permit a hodcarrier to do 
so. When the temperature drops to the 
freezing point, work at the bullding trades 
is pursued under decided disadvantages. 
When the thermometer indicates 2 de- 
grees, work is almost at a standstill, and, 
when the mercury sinks to 2@ degrees 
buildings in course of erection are deserted. 

Builders and journeymen say the effect 
of extreme cold is first felt by the trades 
into which the use of water enters. Plas- 
terers and bricklayers cannot work very 
well if the water with which their mortar 
and plaster are mixed is frozen. In cases 
of eniergency the disadvantage may be 
overcome by the use of hot water. 

While men who work at building trades 
are more directly affected by the cold than 
any other class, there are other classes 
more directly affected by the heat. Engin- 
eers, fremen, cooks and others whose work 
ie near stoves or furnaces are frequently 
forced to abandon their work. 

Then there are other men who are as 
greatly exposed to the cold as building 
trades employes and have not the same 
privilege of stopping if they feel too cold. 
They are the motormen, conductors and 
teamsters. Theirs is a work in which they 
Must stick to their knitting, be the day 
ever so cold. 

It hardly seems possible that S8t. Louis 
winter days could become too cold for that 
Valiant crusader, the ice man, but now 
and then there comes out of the North a 
meterological champion who can put the 
ice man to a flight noching less than igno- 
minous. There were several] days this win- 
ter when the ice harvest in the Mississippi 
river above St. Louls was inactive because 
the men could not work in the bitter cold. 
The loss here was clean, quick and irre- 
coverable, for there has not been any such 
thing as an ice harvest ending before the 
fee becomes unfit for storing and a day 
lost is a day truly lost to the hundreds of 
men employed. 

A bitterly cold day takes more than 
three-fourths of the pedestrians off the 
Streets of St. Louis. Those who are found 
there are flying from shelter to shelter, for 
all men are athletes when the temperature 
is down below zero. 

An intensely cold day costs the street 
railway companies of St. Louis many dol- 
lars and cents. There is a falling gf in 
travel because many people will not ven- 
ture out in the cold, and there is an ex- 
Ceptional wear and tear of rolling stock 
and equipment. Wires snap in the intense 
cold, and cars slide with the brakes ap- 
Plied until there are many flat wheels on 
the evening of the cold day that were 
round as a hoop in the morning:

To this side belong, 
among others, Price of the University of 
Chicago, Jastrow of the University of 
Pennsylvania, Jeremias of Germany, Shu- 
reau-Daugin of Paris, and the greatest 
champion of them all, Prof. Halevy, editor 
of the Revue Semitique. This last-named 
celebrated scholar has written a bqok en-

meru of the University of Leipsig, Hom- 
mel of the University of Munich, Oppert of 
Paris, Hilprecht of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, Haupt of Johns Hopkins, Craig 
of Ann Arbor and others, All these believe 
that the Sumerian was the origina) lan- 
guage in Babylonia. The Sumerians must 
consequently have been the people who in- 
vented this system of writing. called the 
cuneiform script. If this be so, and tt can 
hardly be denied, it would follow that there 
must have been a time when the Sumeri- 
ane were the sole possessors of Babylonia, 
titled “Le Sumerism et L/Histoire Baby- 
lonienne,’” which is directed against my 
own book issued by the Oxford University 
press under the title “Early Babylonian 
History Down to the End of the Fourth 
Dynasty of Urc.”" I published my book in 
1900, and that of Prof. Halevy has just 
come toe hand. 

Briefly I shall give here the Halevy ar- 
guments against my own position. He 
justifies the appearance of his book in the 
following words: . 

“During tne past nine months I intended 
answering an article which Mr. Pinches 
has published in the Journa) of the Royal 
Asiatique Society under the title ‘Sumerian 
or Cryptography?’ In the meantime, how- 
every, the history of Mr. Radavu appeared 
which presents the same problem in a new 
light. With an adversary so frank one is 
happy to discuss this problem.” 

After having stated in detail my position 
as given above, he criticizes and.comes te 


press the Semitic language in question, 
and besides which there never existed any 
other language which had a perceptible in- 


vention of the cunelform script.

I happened into this unique institution a 
day or 60 ago, happily at the moment while 
sat posing, ‘midst all the awe and majes- 
ty of a King, a picturesque and stolid chief 
of the wild lands—an aboriginal brave be- 
decked in the richest of reds and purples. 
besmeared with the gaudiest of barbaric 
coemetios, benecklaced with the formidable 
claws of the grizzly, beearringed with bells 
whose jingles kept cadence with each toss 
of his proud head. 

This proud chieftain had journeyed far 
te greet the “Great Father.’ The portrait 
fer which he posed was one of the 
@uisites of his mission. In a dressing room 
afjacent to the studio his suite of atten- 
Gants had consumed a full hour and a 
half in grooming him for the sitting. 

Wifteen thousand negatives, representing 
practically every aboriginal tribe of North, 
Gentral and South America, have been 
made by the official photographers, partly 
im thie estudio and partly in the field. All 
this work is done under the bureau of eth- 
mology, of which the studio is a part. 

Pvery savage photographed receives 
gratis, one artistically mounted print from 
each negative for which he is willing to 
pose. These portraits the braves take home 
and tack up in their wigwams and tepees, 
exhibiting them to their friends with great 
pride and gusto. Some improvise crude 
frames from the wood and bark of their 
virgin forests. Last year, when De Lancey 
Gill, in charge of the bureau's illustration 
department and ex-officio director of the 


Photographic work, was down in the Co- 
copa country with Ethnologist McGee, he 
saw upon the wall of a native adobe hut 
@ window sash. Beneath each of its six 
giaes panes was secured one of the half 
dozen portraite which the ingenious house- 
folder had posed for at the government 
studio during a pilgrimage to the national 
capita). 

Indian portraits were scare articles prior 
to this enterprise of the bureau of ethnol- 
ogy. The more uncivilized the red man, the 
mere intense is his fear of the camera. 
Only stealth and diplomacy have overcome 
these scruples among the wild tribes. Wil- 
fingness to pose has been one of the accom- 
paniments of gradual enlightenment. 

The uncivilized or semi-civilized tribes 
feok upon a camera just as they do a Gat- 
ling gun. Fear of material harm is but 
ene scruple. Terror of bewitchment is an- 
@ther factor to be reckoned with.

has been confided to the photographers by 


several Indians. 

Indian children are always the first to 
make friends with the photographer: men 
the next; women the last. For purposes of 
anatomical study semi-nude poses have 
been attempted, but to these the women 
almost invactably object. An instinctive 
modesty forbids. 

“In dealing with a group. never photo- 
graphed before, we are always faced by 
the obstacle of fear,’’ said Mr. Gill. “Fre- 
quently in the field we have to pay sub- 
jects sums of money, feed them handfuls 
of sugar or bribe them with presents. Even 
then, the group having been pdsed to my 
taste, to eee their images suddenly disap- 
pear from my ground giass during the op- 
eration of focusing, is a common expert- 
ence. I often raise my head from the cloth 
only to find that all of my subjects have 
vanished‘ like breath Into the wind.’ 

“Frequently I commence operations by 
unscrewing one of my lenses and utilizing 
it aS a sunglass to light my pipe. This 
invariably causes the curious crowd to 
gather nearer to behold the miracle, which 
I repeat again and again. I then select the 
most friendly among them—usually the in- 
terpreter. Assurance that no harm comes 
to him often makes many converts. Never- 
theless, it is often necessary for one of our 
ethnologists to stand in the group as fur- 
ther guarantee that the instrument is load- 
ed neither with bullets nor blasts from the 
infernal regions. 


“The indian will not smile while posing. 
He assumes either a scow! or a look of ab- 
ject melancholy. Nearly all of the aborig- 
ines with whom I have come in contact 
have a keen sense of humor, but this 
never lingers long on the surface... During 
the ordeal of posing it ts practically tmpos- 
sible to conjure up a pleasant physiognomy. 
Three-quarter bloods or halfbreeds will 
often consent to grow dramatic, but the 
fullblood must be photographed while 
brimming over with thelr proverbial sto- 
icism. 

“All of the Indians whom I have photo- 
graphed are exceedingly vain. They in- 
variably ask for mirrors. The Pawnee 
chief whom you just saw posing stripped 
himself to the skin before commencing his 
hour and a half of toilet making in the 
dressing room. 

‘wo old Otoes came up to be photo- 
graphed some time ago. The first that 
posed wore a curious bear- claw necklace.

when his turn came, wanted 
to borrow it. The owner held on to it like 
grim death, but the coveter pulled and 
hauled the precious ornament until I feared 
that it would be crushed to bits.

Finally, the troubles were 
arbitrated, but the owner of the necklace 
won his point. 

“Another day an old Ponka chief came in 
ostensibly to be photographed. He brought 
an interpreter with him and the two 
hemmed and hawed for a while. Soon it 
came out that -the old fellow wanted to 
make a bargain with me before he would 
be willing to sit. I evaded these advances 
and busied myself preparing the appara us. 
The old chief sulked and refused to be pho- 
graphed until I assured him that he 
would be given something for posing. I 
explained that I would give him one print 
from each negative. This would not suf- 
fice.

‘Ihe interpreter, after digesting several! 
minutes of powwow, explained that the 
chief wouldn't sit unless I made him a life- 
size portrait in colors, put a handsome gold 
frame around it and gave /ijm $2.50 to boot. 
I pointed to the aoor. This brought the old 
man to time. He sat for his picture with 
a most benignant smile on his face. This 
was about the only smiling Indian portrait 
I ever made. | 

“When the Indians come to Washington 
they almost always bring their most elab- 
orate regalia to wear while calling upon 
the President. Some Yakima braves who 
appeared at the last New Year reception at 
the White House stopped by here on their 
way to see the ‘Great Father’ and asked 
me to have them photographed just as 
they would appear before him. 

“Tf there is anything which exceeds the 
Indian’s vanity it his curiosity. It Is 
customary for our sitters to fumble through

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of the dark room before leaving the butld- 
Ing. 

“So far as steadiness is concerned, the 
Indians are the most remarkable subjects I 
have ever seen. Once having been posed, 
they will stand as still and firm as a rock 
until I have focused and made the expos- 
ure. On dark days, when I have been fo- 
cusing for detail, I have had them stand 
firm for fifteen seconds or more without 
causing a hairbreadth of movement on the 
plate—something a white man couldn't do 
if he practiced a year. 

“Indians usually expect to receive their 
finished portraits immediately after sitting. 
It {is common for them to gaze into the lens, 
and, seeing their image reflected upon it, to 
make various gesticulations. 

“We have photographed practically all 
of the notable chiefs—Geronimo, Sitting 
Bull, Red Cloud, Spotted Tafl, Washake, 
Chief Joseph and Capt. Jack's band, 
which latter massacred a commission sent 
to treat with them. Chief Joseph was pho- 


tographed in Washingtos f& the earty 
80s. A year ago, while he was in the city, 
we photographed him again. A compari- 
son of the two portraits shows that he 
does not look a year older than at the first 
sitting.’ 

In spite of poor Lo’s unwillingness to pose 
for profile portraits, it is the object of 
the bureau to obtain of each fullblood both 
the front and side views, full length and 
bust.

Crying is one of the means with which 
mature enables baby to amuse himself and 
to grow strong. 
‘Baby should not be handled much the 
first few months. All his nature requires 
is to eat, sleep and cry. He should remain 
as quietly as possible for the first two 
months. The bed is the best place for him. 
He should be frequently and gently turned 
from one side to the other to rest his 
body and to produce a good circulation. 
Children are frequently deformed by al- 
lowing them to lie in one position too 
much. ’ 

A child will make its wants known by its 
ery language. There is the natural cry, 
strong and lusty. When you understand 
this cry it is really musical. It will con- 
tinue for months; it is necessary to baby's 
development. Then there are the temper 
cry, loud and angry; the cry of iliness, 
which is whining and fretful; and the cry 
from a hurt, which is sharp and scream- 
ing. The hunger cry is intermittent; noth- 
ing but feeding will still this cry. The 
nurse soon learns this scale, can tell in- 
-Stantly the cause, and sets about to effect 
@ cure. 

Baby should be fed at regular intervals. 
He should be fed every two hours until 
three months old; then every two and a 
half hours until after the sixth month; 
then every three hours until a year old. 
He should be fed twice during the night. 
The best food for baby is the natural food 
of his mother. If this cannot be given, then 
modified milk ts the best substitute. 

Very few of our babies walk until two 
years of. age. We have but few babies that 
are normal. There are ¢0 many we have 
not the time to give them the training 
that a baby in a family would receive. We 
cannot train them to walk. They must 
learn it by themselves, and they do. All 
of our bed’ have high railings around the 
top. The babies learn to sit alone at about 
eight or ten months of age. Then they 
soon begin to move around in the narrow 
Space. Eventually they will pull them- 
Selves up “with the railing, and in time 
learn to walk.

I have known children who could gay a 
few words at the age of ten months, but 
these are exceptions. The normal child is 
doing well if it can say “mamma” and 
“papa’’ when it is a year old. We have 
had but few children saying these words 
before their second year. Children will learn 
to talk much sooner where they are talked 
to. They coo and crow in their baby way 
at a very early age, but they cannot form 
words without being taught. It has been 
clearly demonstrated here with our babies, 
that children will not learn to walk without 
assistance. They must be taught to talk. 
No: attempt should be made to teach a 
child to talk before it is a year old; even 
then if should be taken up very slowly. 

The child should not be worried or ex- 
cited. It is harmful both physically and 
mentally. Dwring the first year a baby's 
brain develops more rapidly than at any 
other period, even faster than !ts body. It 
should not be unnecessarily excited, for in 
nine cases out of ten, if the child’e hrain 
is overtaxed or excitad, the development 
will be slower and feebler in after years. 

As to girls learning to talk before bovs, 
anid boys learning to walk before girls, I 
have never observed any difference. It de- 
pends pon the individual. A _ strong, 
healthy, well-n>urished baby will learn to 
walk much sooner than a delicate baby. I 
do not think sex has anything to do with it. 

Babies eyes are perfectly formed. They 
have not the control of the muscles of the 
eye. nor is their brain sufficiently developed 
to know that an impression has been made 
on the retina. 

Our babies know the uniform of the 
nurses, and have every confidence in it. Not 
long ago one of our nurses came into the 
nursery in her street costume. Not a baby 
in the whole nursery would goto her. Yet 
when she appeared in her uniform they 
clung to her affectionately. They readily 
recognize a famitiar voice. If a stranger 
calls them by name they do not look up. 
Let one of the nurses speak to them, and 
they crow and smile at her. 

Children require something to amuse them 
after a certain age. Up to the age of a 
year their hands and toes are interesting 
enouga to keep most baties quiet After 
that they want something that will make a 
noise. If we do not give them something 
to play with, they will knock their bottles 
against the iron railings of their beds. A 
rubber rattle is the best-toy for a child. 
They cannot hurt themselves with it. The 
sound is soft and subdued, and does not Ir- 
ritate the nerves of the child. At the same 
timne it affords the required noise. 

It ip not well to chuck and tickle the 
baby. It is very injurious to the nervous 
system. A child should not be subjected to 
fright. 

A baby can be spoiled when it is a day 
old, if it is not in proper hands. It should 
not be rocked or trotted on the knee. This 
creates an unnatural desire for excite- 
ment, and keeps the brain too active. 

In the summer time baby should have 
a bath twice a day, and once a day dur- 
ing the rest of the year. He should not 
be dropped into the bath like a piece of 
clothing, but put in gently and slowly. 
if this is done the child will have no fear 
of the bath. 

Bables readily recognize familiar sur- 
roundings. Not long ago the nurses and 
babies were invited out to a tea. All the 
while they were in strange surroundings 
they were very quiet. Some of them were 
fretful if strangers approached them. Just 
as soon as they were brought home, even 
before their cloaks and caps were re- 
moved, they began to laugh and coo. They 
seemed to say “There is no place Iike 
home.”’ 

It is foolish to accustom a child to abso- 
lute quiet while it is sleeping. If properly 
trained the household machinery can go 
on just the same. Tip-toeing and whis- 
pering are unnecessary. 

Keep the baby clean. Give it freedom and 
all the love you can. Babies orave affec- 
tion and require it just as much as they 
do food. Don't spoil them. The sweetest 
baby can be made a petty tyrant if im- 
properly trained. 


INVESTIGATING THE 


BABY 
—~+ 


HAT do you know about your baby? 
W Within the last few years sci- 
entists have discovered some as- 
tounding facts about the average baby. 

They have discovered that the baby Is 
not simply a little man or woman. It Is 
a different human being. It lives in a world 
of its own. 

The average baby is born stone deaf, ab- 
solutely blind, and does not for some time 
acquire the use of any of its five senses. 

Baby would not hear an earthquake. 
Baby is not sensitive to the touch of hot 
or cold, and does not feel a pin prick as 
acutely as a grown perron. 

On the other hand the brain of the baby 
grows faster during the first year than in 
all the remainder of its life. 

Although the baby its of ancient date in 
the world, it is only very recently that 
scientists have discovered the secrets of its 
psychology and physiology. 

Prof. Mark Baldwin of Princeton Univer- 
sity was one of the first investigators in 
the new scientific line. By a succession of 
observations and experiments upon two of 
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little ones he had the baby’s crib every 
night at his elbow. He relates tn one of his 
essays that he soon learned to 

by the baby's breathing in the dark whether 
it was awake or asleep. 

Prof. Pryer of Jena hae also contributed 
much in recent years through a study of 
his own little boy. Drs. Oppenheim, Keat- 
ing and others have also conducted remark- 
able experiments. 

One of the most curious facts established 
by these investigations is that “chiid and 
adult are not, except in general ways, 
alike.” 

Scarcely any organ of a child's body is 
as it will be when the chi'd grows up, mak- 
ing allowance for increase in size. 

The human spine {s not fully formed till 
the seventeenth year, and in the baby it is 
very incomplete. The brain at first is soft 
and smooth, contains a large proportion of 
water, has little gray matter and is in to- 
wise developed as to cellular divisions. 

The baby’s heart is very much larger. 
in proportion to the sige of its body, than 
the adult heart is to the adult body. In 
nearly every respect there is a startling 
dissimilarity between the baby and the 
“grown-up.” 

The senaes of the baby develop in the fol- 
lowing order: Taste, smell, touch, hearing 
and sight. 

From the very first baby is able to taste. 
It likes sweet things, and at six heurs old 
it. has been noticed to murmur in a Satis- 
fied way if anything sweet is placed on the 
tongue. At bitter and sour things !t makcs 
a perceptible face. 

The sense of smell develops almost as 
early, and Prof. Prver affirms that some 
children at 1 day old have both these senses 
considerably developed.: 

The third sense to awaken, touch, is 
hardly perceptible earlier than a week. 
Baby is not sensitive at all to heat or cold— 
in the way that is, of experiencing a chill 
or conscious discomfort. It doesn’t feel a 
pin scratch or a jar. 

Baby is completely deaf for several days. 
If it opens its eyes at a sudden noise this 
is due to the feeling of tremor or disturb- 
ance through the sense of touch. For weeks 
the baby’s organs of hearing are in an in- 
complete atate. 

Prof. Oppenheim has fouhd by numerous 
experiments that the baby does not see in 
any real sense of the term until it ls sev- 
eral weeks old. It is aware; however, of the 
light of a candle, and of the difference be- 
tween darkness and light, at a much eariler 
period. 

It distinguishes gradually general 
lines, motion and bright colors. 

The colors which baby first notices in 
their order are believed to be blue, red, 
white, green and brown. 

Prof. Pryer found that his little boy at 2% 
years could pick red, yellow and black, but 
could not distinguish green, blue, gray and 
orange. At 4 years old the child could not 
distinguish gray from blue. 

At about the fourth or fifth week a child 
begins intentionally to reach for thimgs, ai 
though it is only after countless experi 
ments that it learns the difference between 
what is many feet or only a few inches 
distant, 

The child’s first ideas are perhaps of 
movement. It learns that movement is in- 
timately connected with its comfort or dis- 
comfort—that movement brings it food, 
turns it over in its crib, takes it up, etc. 

About the beginning of the second year 
the baby finds out that imitation is the 
way to learn. At five months the_ baby 
has been observed to notice the way it 
gets dressed and to duck its head to have 
its dress put over its shoulders. 

Prof. Baldwin noted that his child, with 
whom he made numerous experiments, had 
learned at 14 weeks old that when the 
lamp was lighted in the middle of the night 
food was being prepared for her. 

If a baby is a very incomplete human

velopment occur tn the first year than in 
the remainder of its life. 

Dr. L. Robinson has discovered that the 
helplessness of infants is not due entirely 
to lack of strongth, but very largely to the 
fact that they pave not icarned to use the 
strength they have. He found that 0 new- 


born infants out of 75 were able to hang - 


by the hands from a stick for # sacronds. 

Prof. A. A. Stagg of the Universicy of 
Chicago began a eeries of exercises for mus- 
cular development with his baby when it 
was three weeks old. At eight montha the 
youngster (puny and undersized at birth) 
was able to walk, to swing from a little 
trareze by its hands and to balance itesif 
on its father’s hand, held out at arm's 
length.

Five Iiitle subjects 
were contributed for the exhibit. and each 
day Mrs. Dubois showed the mothers of the 
congress how a baby should be raised and 
why her own little girl is one of the pretti- 
est, plumpest, sweetest little children in 
the national capital. Little Elizabeth Du- 
bois is 22 months old, She looks very much 
like her pretty’ mother.

RS. AYER.—Mrs. Osborn, the Sunday 

M Post-Dispatch would like to obtain 

from you, as a recognized authority, 

an outline of the spring and summer fash- 
fons, 

“RS. OSBORN.—Every year there is an 
increasing tendency in woman's dreas to- 
word comfort. The last few years this has 
been most marked, and this year it will be 
yet more emphasized. One of the principal 
features of the summer clothes is that they 
will not be lined. Wherever it is possible 
to do away with linings they will be dis- 
pensed with. 

Wherever it has been possible, even in 
winter gowns, to do without linings tn the 
skirts we have done so, which, of course, 
increases a woman's comfort in every way. 
The same way with the bodices of the sum- 
mer clothes; wherever it is possible, and 
where the woman's figure permits, the bod- 
ices will be made without linings, rendering 
the body more graceful and the woman 
more comfortable. The absence of lining 
fs one of the most marked features I can 
think of. 

The same rule will hold good in coats. 
Women want to be free and comfortable. 
From the corset to the outside garment all 
the clothes will be constructed on that plan 
At first these radical changes from the 
tightly laced slose-fitting styles were not 
very well received, but they are beginning 
to meet with approval. 

MRS. AYER.—WIIl the vogue for princess 
frocks continue? 

MRS. OSBORN.—A great many women 
etill cling to them because they seem to 
think the closer the dress outlines the fig- 
ure the better they look, but other women 
with very advanced ideas believe that when 
their lines are half concealed the woman is 
more graceful and attractive. This winter 
we have made scarcely any princess gowns, 
and never unlces a woman wants them and 
#0 orders them. Personally I don't I'ke them 
atall. Iam for something loose and grace- 
ful and comfortable. 

I think where a woman looks as though 
she has been pounded into a gown she is 
not graceful. A great many seem io think 
otherwire, and, of course, if a client desires 
&@ princess we make it. 

MRS. ATER.—What suggestions can you 
make as to how a stout woman may dress 
to look wel)? 

MRS. OSRBORN.—She ehould first of all 
be careful about her corsets, and the new 
corset, although they increase the waist 
the hips. 
A woman increasing her waistline increases 
her length from here (indicating from the 
waist under the arm) to her shoulder, 
which makes her look slender, even though 
it though it thickens her at the same time. 
As s00n as you give a woman a long line 
fin there (indicating) you give her a good 
figure. The new corset does away entirely 
with the abdominal protuberance, which 
gives an appearance of length. 

MRS. AYER.—Have you any other sug- 
gestions in regard to the way a stout wom- 
an should dress? 

MRS. OSBORN.—She should always have 
her skirts made without trimming, and as 
much on the floor as she possibly can af- 
ford. The more material and length there 
are in her skirts the slighter she will look. 
Nothing shortens or fattens a woman more 
than a skirt which has not sufficient length. 
She can exaggerate the length, even if it 
ie four or five or six inches on the floor. 
But so many women are unwilling’ to wear 
their skirts long on account of the incon- 
venience. If they are anxious to look well 
it ie absolutely imperative. 


MRS. AYER.—How long are the skirts 
worn on the fioor ih front? 


MRS. OSBORN.—Fully three inches. They 
Should never be less than three inches to 
be graceful. Of course it is very difficult 
for a woman to walk in clothes of that 
length. She has to learn to walk all over 
again. She cannot pick her feet her feet 
up, but must slide the foot forward the 
length of the skirt, and that is another 
reason we are not using skirt linings any 
more. Of course linings hold the skirts 
out, but they make it more difficult to 
walk. A great many women who wear 
jong skirts attempt to hold them up, but 
they don't succeed in it. When o woman 
raises her skirt at one side and knows how 
to do it I do not object, but when a woman 
clutches her gown with both hands at the 
sides to get her skirts out of the way the 
effect is awful. 

I think you should emphasise the hygienic 
points of dress this year. The women havo 
never Gregsed so hygienically as they are 
now doing, and the new corset—I don't care 
who or what physicians say to the contrary 
—is largely responsible for it. It makes a 
woman walk better, breathe better and feel 
better. 

Under the old-fashioned style women were 
giad to get their corsets off.

MRS. AYER.—What fabrics will be gen- 
erally worn?

They are a fabric of the past and are en- 
tirely out of favor—‘‘seent ‘way  back.”’ 
Pongees will take the place of fou!ards. 
The new pongees come in all shades. 

MRS. AYER.—What about China crepe? 

MRS. OSBORN.—Well, yes, China crepe, 
or crepe de chine. We have made quite a 
number of cotton crepe gowns, but they 
don’t wear well. 

Mrs. AYER.—I suppose all transparent 
fabrics, all the gauzes and those things 
will be popular? 

MRS. OSBBORN.—Yes, 
velvet effects, stripes, 
very desirable. 

MRS. AYER.—What about shirtwaists? 

MRS. OSBORN.—The shirtwaist, despite 
all that you see to the contrary in the pa- 
pers, the shirtwailst, except for practical 
purposes, is a thing of the past. We try 
to produce a suggestion of a shirt in the 
upper part of the bodice—no linings, no 
bones, anything. For instance, two years 
ago a woman had a dark skirt and loose 
lace blouse. Everybody wore them, from 
the leadens of society to Mary Ann Smith. 
But now the smart women wear them no 
longer, for that reason, I suppose. I orig- 
inated the shirtwaist, the first one ever 
made was for me. The first blazer ever 
made for a woman was made for me. I sug- 
gested the shirtwaist to wear with the 
blazer. 

MRS. AYER.—Suppose, Mrs. Osborn, yor 
were fitting a girl out .or summer—makin; 
up a wardrobe for her. How many even 
ing gowns should she require for a fashion- 
able place? 

MRS. OSBORN.—At Newport at least a 
dozen. 

MRS. AYER.—How many other gowns, 
I mean fora well-turned-out woman. 

MRS. OSBORN.—I should think she would 
require a dozen evening gowns at least, 
and a dozen afternoon gowns and innumer- 
able cotton things, morning things. Of 
course there is a great tendency for women 
to wear short skirts, linen and cotton 
thirgs all day, even in smart places. 

Even at Newport they don't begin to dress 
as elaborately as they did. So really I 
should think that a girl who cared anything 
for outdoor life would have mostly very 
smart linen frocks and made _ short, and 
these gowns are, of course, never lined, 
either skirt or bodice. They certainly are 
the acme of comfort, and naturally make a 
woman look cool and comfortable Of course 
they cost as much as one chooges, still they 
look simple and comfortable. 

MRS. AYER.—Do you 
gowns? 

MRS. OSBORN.—Oh, yes. There is also a 
tendency for the open neck. Women play 
squash so much nowadaye that they have 
their bodices made without collars. A great 
many have them made deliberately with an 
open neck. There will be a great tendency 
to leave the throat free this summer. The 
French and English women are enthusiae- 
tic and rave about the comfort of the free 
throat, and this year it seems as though 
we were going to adopt the fashion. Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell and Calve both advocate 
the free throat. 

MRS. AYER.—Now that you have sug- 
gested how a stout woman should dress to 
diminish her size, what about her thin sis- 
ter? Is the emaciated woman still fashion- 
able? 

MRS. OSBORN.—The thin woman is more 
fashionable than ever. It is easier to add 
than to take off—far easier to dress a slen- 
der than a stout figure. 

The tall, willowy woman is above all 
others to be envied. She has a far greater 
choice; she is less apt to make mistakes. 
She really looks well in nearly everything. 
There is a very narrow choice for the stout 
woman who wishes to dress in perfect 
taste; there is unlimited variety for the 
slender woman. 


MRS. AYER.—What about [individualism 
in dress? Is it permitted? 


MRS. OSBORN.—It depends upon the iIn- 
dividual. Some women are by nature artis- 
tic. They dress perfectly, just as they do 
everything else harmoniously. They never 
jar or strike discords. Such women may 
be safely left to exemplify their individual- 
ity in dress. But there are others—well, 
the less sald of the woman without natural 
taste, who elects to be individual, the bet- 
ter. She should be gently diverted from the 
error of her way, and it is the conscientious 
modiste’s not too grateful task to curb the 
desire of the individualists when to gratify 
it means to make the misguided lady ridicu- 
lous. 

I think the prevailing fashion should 
govern, but should not control. Within 
certain lines a modish woman should con- 
form to prevailing styles, but I certainly 
do not approve of slavelike obedience to 
coupe or capricious innovation because, 
forsooth! it has been proclaimed ‘the 
fashion.”’ 


A woman should decide upon the style 
of dressing that is most becoming, that 
shows off her good points and hides her de- 
fects. 

Some women are quick to recognize their 
good and bad points; others are singularly 
unawakened in this particular. A diplo- 
matic dressmaker can often, without of- 
fending her client, suggest a way of gown- 
ing quite opposed to the customer’s own 
ideas, but, once tried, gladly accepted be- 
cause the succens of the venture is obvi- 
ous. 

MRS. AYER.—What do you think about 
black aging @ woman in appearance—!l 
mean & woman who has reached a certain 
age’ 

MRS. OSBORN.—It depends entirely upon 
the black. I think heavy black does, yes. 
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pa.ency, no. I don’t think crepe ages one. 
A woman dressed in crepe is very apt to 
look younger, but take an ordinary, plain, 
solid black, put that next to one’s face and 
see how one looks. Simply dreadful. 

MRS. AYER.—What about the vogue for 
white, Mrs. Osborn? 

MRS. OSBORN.—Oh, It ts epidemic. 

MRS. AYER.—It will be a white summer? 

MRS. OSBORN.—Oh, absolutely, and it 
promises to be a white winter. American 
women are coming to regard white as the 
French woman does. French and English 
women consider it as they do black, wear it 
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anywhere. Naturally ft is made te suit the 
occasion, but a woman in London does not 
think anything all summer long of wearing 
white in the street. I think the women 
of America have always until recently 
dressed so stupidly; they have never 
dressed with reference to climate. But they 
are dressing more sensibly every year, and 
I predict they will dress as coolly next 
summer in town as they do in the country. 

MRS. AYER.—What about hats and 
veils? 

MRS. OSBORN.—Oh, the hats will be 
flatter this year, and, I think, plainer—rea/ 
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pancakes. There is a radical change in 
the way of adjusting veils. The new hats 
will have the veils attached. The veil will 
be a part of the trimming. It will fall over 
the face loosely. 

MRS. AYER.—WIIl not that be a sort of 
revival of a fashion of long ago? 

MRS. OSBORN.—Precisely. It will be a 
revival of white will be fashionable, but no 
russets or vellow shoes for smart women 
for the present. All shoes will have flat or 
army heels. Of course, slippers are ex- 
cepted; they will be made with Louis 
Quinze heels, as usual. 


MRS. AYER.—What about jewels? 

MRS. OSBORN.—The women are wearing 
ever so many more jewels and wearing 
more in the daytime. There is an absolute 
furore for these dangling things. There 
has been as great a change in the setting 
of jewelry as there has been in dressing. 
Everything now runs to dangling things of 
all kinds. You see little jewelry abroad 
anywhere that excels ours; they can talk 
all they like. I think that women are be- 
ing more individual about their jewels. 
They are inclined to affect some one jewel, 
don’t you know, and wear it exclusively. 


MRS. AYER.—Will there be anything 
new in shoes? Are we still to affect bdull- 
ey toes and all that the expression im- 
plies? 

MRS. OSBORN.—I hope not. Men’s shoes, 
or shoes that are patteren after men’s 
styles, are fit enough for country walking, 
golf and other out-of-door sport, but they 
are abominable worn with frocks ar 
frills. The fashionable summer shoe wih 
be patent leather, or with a patent Jeather 
vap.

BLIND actors pleyed “Jack, the Giant 

BR Killer’’ in the celebration of the 

fifty-first anniversary of the Mis- 

sourit School for the Blind in St. Louts last 
week. 

The sightless lords and ledies bowed to 
the blind king and queen in true court 
style, they kissed the queen’s hand. They 
bowed to each other without bumping heads 
and without once mistaking the direction 
toward which the bow was due. The blind 
fairy waved her wand over the king and 
queen without so much as touching their 
crowns. They walked about over the stage, 
up and down the aisie, to and from 
the stage, going up three steps with 
as much freedom and grace as if they 
had the brightest and keenest of eyes. 
Every step, every movement was firm and 
full of confidence. There was not. the 
slightest sign of fear or of feeling the way. 
These little blind actors moved about more 
naturally than many seeing children. 

The annual entertainment of the school 
had always been given by the older pupils 
of the school. ‘‘Jack the Giant Killer’ was 
the first attempt of the little blind péople 
in the histrionic line. The opereta was a 
marked success. They are the best trained 
group of children in St. Louts. 

Although they had no sight to guide them 
there was not a blunder in word or action. 

They were crowded on a narrow stage, 
yet there were no collisions. 

As the orchestra, which is composed of 15 
blind boys, played a march, the blind king 
and queen, attended by ‘some twenty sight- 
less lords and ladies attired in royal ral- 
ment, marched up the aisle to the throne. 
The king and queen were assisted to their 
throne by the chancellor and lady in walt- 
ing. It was truly a case of the “blind lead- 
ing the biind,”” but with astonishing ease 
and accuracy. 

The king and queen were bewailing the 
loss of their daughter, the beautiful prin- 
cess, whom the terrible Giant Blunderbore 
had carried off to his castle. While the 
king was consulting with the lords and la- 
dies as to some means of rescuing the prin- 
cess, the deep and mighty voice of Gian: 
Blunderbore was heard. Off all of them 
scampered to a place of safety. To do this 
they ran across the narrow stage, crowded 
close together, yet reached the wings with- 
out so much as a false step although they 
went as fast as their feet could carry them. 

In marched the blind Giant Biunderbore 
with great strides. So fierce and terrible 
did he appear that the little folks in the 
audience moved closer to mamma and papa, 
and even some of the bigger folks trembled 
a little bit. Not finding any one at home 
nor any small boys to e@t the giant went 
back to his castie on some faraway moun- 


tain. 

But had there been ever so many small 
boys around, this particular giant could not 
have found them, for he was biind. He 
found the king’s and queen's throne all 
right and eat In that for awhile. He makes 
a great pretense of seeing; he peers around 
but his eyes are closed. He swings his 
large sword around and shows just where 
he cuts @ ‘s head off. 

When the r had passed the king and 
queen, the tords and ladies came back to 
the thronei each falling in the proper place 
without thé aid of guiding eyes. 

They sen@ for Jack the Giant Killer. Jack 
came. Such a gallant knight. He looked 
every inch warrior bo.d, as he strutted 


up and the stage with hie trusty 
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PLAY “JACK, THE GIANT KILLER” 
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sword, declaring “I am Jack the Giant 
Killer, I'd have you all to know.” 

The blind king said to Jack: “I see you 
are a brave fellow.” 

He did not see, but those were the words 
in the play and he repeated them, and when 
he said them he turned toward Jack just 
as though he really did see him. The king 
promisad Jack the princess’ hand if he 
would rescue her. When Jack left the stage 
to accomplish the rescue he could not see 
that he was pleasing his audience, but he 
felt it, and carried himself with becoming 
dignity. 

Jack then led the princess and Fairy 
Good in a dance, very much like the Vir- 
ginia reel. What graceful little dancers 
these little blind people were, not a faise 
step, not an awkward movement. They 
must have had eyes in their feet. 


Jack and the princess were married, as anxious to undertake it

tarctic night, which laste for Ti 
days at Cape Adair, !s longer than the 
night at the same latitude {n the north. 
Like an evil, eneaking spirit the antarctic 
night wraps the traveler tm its black, cold 
clasp. No one who has not faced these 
midnight winters fully realizes what a 
depressing effect the lack of sunlight has 
g@pon the human mind. The awful monot- 
ony, the roaring silence, are matters for 
realization rather than description. Cov- 
ered in. snow in a hut 15x15 we 10 ploneers 
in the antarctic continent spent many try- 
ing days. The antarctic gales had laid a 
white blotting paper over that little black 
spot which we formed in these vast, vast 
white flelds. 

Mr. Hansen, my zoologist, became Ill 
shortly after landing on the great antarc- 
tie continent. He could take but little food 
and he walked with difficulty, although he 
suffered no pain. 

As the winter drew on he grew worse. 
His limbs became swollen and took lasting 
impression from pressure. He lost feeling 
in his legs. The doctor applied the electric 
battery, but no improvement was obtained. 
. Beveral others, including myself, found that 

the flesh of our legs also took lastimg im- 
pressions from pressure, but I stil] man- 
aged to carry out long sledge expeditions. 

The monotony, the sameness during that 
winter night was frightful. At time of 
course fokes passed from bunk to bunk, 
especially during the heavy gales. The hut 
in autumn, before the snow covered it, 
shook violently, and would undoubtedly 
have blown away if we had not fastened 
it down by the help of our heavy anchors 
. to which steel stays had been applied. 
Rains of stones descended on us from the 
mountain some 6000 feet above. They drum- 
med on the roof and the members passed 
jocular remarks from bunk to bunk. How 
would we fare, they asked one another, if 
our hut suddenly became an airship? Would 
the rapidly revolving arometer on the roof 
serve as a propeller, and would the metal 
stays perchance serve as guide ropes?

We had to approach the thermometer 
screen by the help of a rope, carrying a 
gale lantern. Although the screen was 
only about 200 yards from the hut I lost 
one of my men, whose name is Pvans, for 
more than three hours, he having let go 
his hold of the guide rope. I promptly 
ordered everybody excepting the doctor out 
of the hut to search. I shall never forget 
the wildness of that experience. It was 
almost impossible to take one’s breath; we 
could not go upright and could only guess 
and feel our whereabouts. 

Snow mingled with stones blew through 
the air, and when after three hours’ search 
we at last found Evans he was in an ex- 
hausted condition. The doctor,’ however, 
soon restored him. 

When we did not work at observations 
taken during the light time, or during 
clear nights when the weather was calm, 
we played chess, cards and quarreled—and 
I am pleased to say that we did quarrel 
It became one of our best entertainments. 
To me it also became a great scope for 
study, and ‘I cannot but think that those 
leaders of expeditions who return from po- 
lar expeditions and relate taies of how the 
members obeyed Ilike lambs and went 
among each other like angels have some- 
thing to hide from the light. 

I think also that the mental state of 
the members of a polar expedition ought 
to be studied from a aclentific point of 
view as much as any other phase of the 
subject. Unfortunately for us the doctor 
of my expedition suffered greatly from mel- 
ancholia, so he did not himself take to a 
study which by reason of his profession 
should have fallen to him. 


It was difficult to do any work at the} 


wooden table which we used in common. 


There we were glaring at each other with | 
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eyes at once vacant and intense. In a way 
we hated each other. We were sick of each 
other’s company. When any one opened 
his mouth we knew exactly what he was 
going to say. The box which woe took along 
got us into trouble very early in the an- 


tarctic night. 
to playing a tune which another one hated, 


and the row which they started became gen- | 


eral, 

The two Laplanders stood the antarctic 
night best, perhaps. They were accustomed 
to the dark and cold, but even they grew 
melancholy during the long night. I no- 
ticed that they talked a great dea! of ‘‘Lap- 
ish,” which we did not understand, and 
when in their bunks were singing either 
stern, monotonous “‘Lapish" hymns or some 
of the love songs of Finmark, wherein the 
“girls they left bheind’’ were waiting for 
them and reindeer were running over the 
large white fields. 

Hansen's condition gradually grew worse, 
but he did not suffer. It was on Oct. 14 
that he died. I had been away seven weeks 
on a sledge expedition when I got_a mes- 
Sage by one of the Laps, who came as a 
courler on skie, telling me that Hansen 
was getting worse. When I arrived in the 
little hut Hansen was up, but a day later 
he took to his bed. I saw at once that he 
would not live long. and although. the doc- 
tor thought it unnecessary, I ordered all 


One of the members set it) 
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guin had come. He asked me to kill it 
and bring it into him. I did so, and he 
enthusiastically examined the bird and dio- 
tated notes on it. His only regret was 
that he could not fulfill his work. Then 
he asked me: “Where are you going to 
bury me?”’ I told him wherever he might 
direct, and then he asked me to make his 
grave on the top of Cape Adair, some thou- 
sand feet up to the leeward of a large 
bowlder where we had been together one 
happy Sunday and where I had taken «a 
photograph of him. 

The next day at 8 o’clock he died, con- 
scious to the very last. About a quarter 
of an hour before he died he made a joke 
and on my inquiry as to whether or not 
he had any pain he answered in the nega- 
tive and said he had only a tickling sensa- 
tion in his left arm. He sald he felt as if 
he were going on a long journey, and told 
me that he had felt worse while saying 
good-by in Norway to his wife and rela- 
tives when setting out on the expedition 
than now, when he was going to part with 
life forever. 

Then he died, and a gioom lay over the 
camp, but spring was on and the blessing 
of work was at hand, and then the pen- 
guins themselves, with their interesting 
habits, cheered us much and made us bury 
the sorrows, although we could not forget. 

The penguins, especially those which in- 
habit the continent in great numbers, re- 
mind one of a human community. In end- 
less long strings they walked after each 
other. With their black backs they looked 
at a distance on the white snow like a 
comical Lilliputian funeral procession. 
When they discovered us they came up to 
us, not knowing the bloodthirst of civiliza- 
tion. They walked around us, evidently 
taking down their goological notes about us 
and taking us for a new sort of penguin. 

They came back to their nesting places at 
the cape where their o]d nests, consisting 
of small pebbles, were atill lying about 
from the previous year, although somewhat 
disturbed by the heavy gales. 

On warm days the male bird stocd erect in 
his nest, his beak toward the zenith, utter- 
ing a series of hoarse screams, the female 
listening attentively to his antarctic love 
song. They had a busy time lovemaking 
and nest making, in both of which occupa- 
tions they were studied most attentively by 
my bachelor staff. 

We ate the penguins from the time they 
first came. They were, 1 however, very blub- 
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bery. We bolled them first, then we roasted 
them, and then we called them ptarmigan 
and managed to eat them with better relish. 
They were fresh food at least. Then the 
eggs, which were laid in the beginning of 
November, were, of course, welcome. I my- 
self devour:d fourteen of these eggs the first 
day, notwithstanding the fact that they 
were twice the size of an ordinary duck's 
ex. 


I shall not forget the moment when it was 
announced to me that the penguins had laid 
their first eggz.. I told the doctor, who gen- 
erally looked after the menu, that we should 
have eggs next morning. He, however, 
implored me not to eat eggs nor to let ‘any 
of the members eat them just then. He 
was making.a study of us at the time, tap- 
ping “us for, blood, ‘making m{scroscopical 
investigations thereof, taking our a by 
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the pulseometer, and Was afraid that eggs. 
the very thing “we required, would upset 
our health and thas spoil his valuable in- 
vestigations. — 

It was an enthusiasm which I appreciated 
as highly as he himself appreciated the eggs 
the next morning. 

The young penguins, which appeared a 
month after the first egg was laid, lodked 
like little bags sitting on thé ground. We 
tried also to eat these, but they were very 
olly and made us sick. 

The best food supplies which the antarctic 
traveler has are the seals and the fish. The 
fish constitute ane of the most remarkable 
discoveries wa made, as mure than eleven 
varieties of them are absolutely new to scli- 
enee. The seal flesh is coarse, but I ate 
it raw and occasionally drank the blood 
from the hole made by the seal knife. It is 
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very oily, especially after passing through 
the layer of blubter’ which is often more 
than three inches thick, but I regard it 
& great remedy against disease. 

TI only wish that the late Zoologist’ Han- 
sen, who, I am convinced, died of berl-bert, 
had been able to eat raw seal béef. 

The fish were delicious. Strange to say, 
we never caught any by bait, but always 
got them by means of the pilk, an appll- 
ance like a bright little fish of tin, to which 
two hooks have been fastened at the nose. 
We moulded this appliance in wooden 
carved shapes in which we poured melted 
tin. This, fastened to a Mne, ‘was moved 
rapidly up and down in the water. 

All fish are very curious and I presume 
that the antarctic fish is ev@én more s0 
than the arctic, not having seen so many 
wonders of men’s handiwork. So we hooked 
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these fish easily. One of the Laps caught} 
as many as 50 in gn hour. 

When we first began to try eating them 
I suggested that @&% the fish might be potw- 
oneus we ought to draw lots to determine 
who should take the risk and eat the (iret 
fivh. The men agreed, but when the first 
fish appeared, nice and fresh on our wooden 
table. we al) started to eac at once, 


IT have often been asked why women 
should net join tn aretic explorations to 
cheer the members during the long dirk 
months.
